In 6 steps roll away from partner down LOD, making one complete turn (gent turns 
left, lady right.) Clap own hands twice. Reverse the roll in RLOD. 


ROLL AWAY, BALANCE FORWARD, BALANCE BACK; 


Roll away from partner (as above) and then balance away, and together, take part- 
ner 1n closed position. 


WALTZ , WALTZ, AND SEND LADY ON; 


In closed position do 2 turning waltz steps and twirl the lady under gent’s left, la- 
dies right and send her forward to a new partner.

Dance the World Away 

The title for this column is a cliche 
taken from a pop song from a few years 
back. The connection to the column 1s the 
whole article this month is quotations 
about dance. Also, when we talk to friends 
about the benefits of dancing we often say 
something like, ...and while you're danc- 
ing the whole world goes away. You can't 
worry about anything.” 

And this is also my small protest to the 
emphasis on precision in dancing: exact 
position and hand-holds, and who is your 
partner in an ocean wave. So here is the 
first and my favorite: 

‘Life may not be the party we asked for, 
but while were here we should dance.’ 

So, on to an un-choreographed series of 
statements on the joy and need for dance 
in human life. Well, there were those who 
did not approve of dance. 

The way to heaven is too steep, too nar- 
row for men to dance in and keep revel 
rout. No way is large or smooth enough for 
capering rousters, for jumping, skipping, 
dancing dames but that broad, beaten, 
pleasant road that leads to HELL. The 
gate of heaven is too narrow for whole 
rounds, whole troops of dancers to march 
in together. 

--Puritan William Prynne (1682) 

Friedrich Wilhelm Nietzsche, who 
said, ‘God is dead,’ also said: I should 
not believe in a God who does not dance. 
And a much greater Puritan author 
than William Prynne took exception to 
the philosophy that you cannot dance 
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into heaven; John Milton, the author of 
Paradise Lost, said: 

Come & trip it as you go 

On the light fantastic toe. 

I don’t think that neither Milton nor 
Nietzsche would argue that dance has its 
place, or at least time and place. Here is 
a funny anecdote by Thomas Hardy, 19” 
century poet and novelist: 

Twas a very dark afternoon, and by 
the end of the sermon all you could see of 
the inside of the church were the parson’s 
two candles alongside of him in the pulpit, 
and his spaking face behind ‘em. The ser- 
mon being ended at last, the parson asked 
for the Evening Hymn. But there was no 
sounding up of the tune, and people began 
to turn their heads to learn the reason why, 
and then, a boy who sat in the gallery, 
nudged Timothy and Nicholas, and said, 
“Begin! Begin!” 

“Hey what?” says Nicholas, starting 
up, and the church being so dark and his 
head muddled, he thought he was at the 
party they had played at the night before, 
and away he went, bow and fiddle, at “The 
Devil among the Tailors,” the favourite jig 
of our neighbourhood. The rest of the band, 
being in the same state of mind, followed 
their leader with all their strength, accord- 
ing to custom. They poured out the tune till 
the bass notes made the cobwebs in the roof 
shiver like ghosts. Then Nicholas, seeing 
nobody moved, shouted out as he scraped, 
“Top couples cross hands! And when I make 
the fiddle squeak at the end, every man kiss 
his pardner under the mistletoe!” 
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Then the unfortunate church band 
came to their senses, and remembered 
where they were. Twas a sight to see Nicho- 
las and Timothy Thomas creep down the 
gallery stairs with their fiddles under their 
arms, with the rest of the band, all look- 
ing as little ninepins, and out they went. 
The parson might have forgiven them 
when he learned the truth but the squire 
would not. That very week he sent for a 
barrel organ that would play twenty new 
psalm-tunes so exact that however sinfully 
inclinded you were, you could play noth- 
ing but psalm-tunes, and the old players 
played no more.

The New England Convention is com- 
ing. The 49" edition of this annual event is 
scheduled for April 27 & 28, 2007 in Spring- 
field. Many dancers take it for granted. 
They have never known New England 
square dancing without the convention and 
they expect that there will always be one. 
What you may not realize is that conven- 
tions don’t just happen. They involve a huge 
amount of work that has been done year 
after year by an army of volunteers. 

Another thing to which you may not 
have given much thought is the conven- 
tion finances. Dancers pay a very modest 
fee and don’t think much about how the 
bills are paid. But they do have to be paid. 
No one gets money for services to the con- 
vention. Callers and cuers — and all the 
volunteers — donate their service. But the 
halls have to be rented, security personnel 
and suppliers of the temporary floors that 
have been used in the last few years have 
to be paid. When there is transportation 
needed, the bus companies get paid, too. 

So far, I believe, only one convention 
has failed to take in enough money from 
the fees dancers pay to cover the cost of 
the convention. All the other conventions 
have generated a surplus. That surplus 
has been divided in recent years between 
the local area in which the convention 
is held and the three organizations that 
make up the New England Cooperation 
Committee (CO-OP.) Those organizations 






have used the money to pay for educa- 
tional and promotional work. They also 
pay for some “overhead” type expenses 
for the conventions. 

This year the advance registrations are 
not coming in as fast as they have in past 
years. There is a serious possibility that 
the convention income will not cover the 
convention expenses. Perhaps we should 
have been charging more for the dancing 
but it’s too late to change that for this 
year. We haven't given much thought to 
what dancing in New England would be 
like without the convention. That’s chang- 
ing and some are seriously considering 
that possibility. 

But for now, for this year, it would re- 
ally help if each and every dancer would 
make an effort to support the convention. 
That’s not asking for a great sacrifice. 
Conventions really are fun. The dancing 
is good, and varied and there’s the oppor- 
tunity to see folks that share your interest 
but are from other areas so you don’t see 
them often. You get a lot of dancing and 
fun for a very reasonable admission fee. 
You can come just for the day or make a 
real party and get nearly twenty hours of 
dancing for just over $1.00 per hour. 

Next year will be the 50° NESRDC. 
Your support of this one, the 49 in 
Springfield, will help assure that we reach 
that milestone. Do you really want the 
convention to go away?

Dance the World Away 

The title for this column is a cliche 
taken from a pop song from a few years 
back. The connection to the column 1s the 
whole article this month is quotations 
about dance. Also, when we talk to friends 
about the benefits of dancing we often say 
something like, ...and while you're danc- 
ing the whole world goes away. You can't 
worry about anything.” 

And this is also my small protest to the 
emphasis on precision in dancing: exact 
position and hand-holds, and who is your 
partner in an ocean wave. So here is the 
first and my favorite: 

‘Life may not be the party we asked for, 
but while were here we should dance.’ 

So, on to an un-choreographed series of 
statements on the joy and need for dance 
in human life. Well, there were those who 
did not approve of dance. 

The way to heaven is too steep, too nar- 
row for men to dance in and keep revel 
rout. No way is large or smooth enough for 
capering rousters, for jumping, skipping, 
dancing dames but that broad, beaten, 
pleasant road that leads to HELL. The 
gate of heaven is too narrow for whole 
rounds, whole troops of dancers to march 
in together. 

--Puritan William Prynne (1682) 

Friedrich Wilhelm Nietzsche, who 
said, ‘God is dead,’ also said: I should 
not believe in a God who does not dance. 
And a much greater Puritan author 
than William Prynne took exception to 
the philosophy that you cannot dance 
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into heaven; John Milton, the author of 
Paradise Lost, said: 

Come & trip it as you go 

On the light fantastic toe. 

I don’t think that neither Milton nor 
Nietzsche would argue that dance has its 
place, or at least time and place. Here is 
a funny anecdote by Thomas Hardy, 19” 
century poet and novelist: 

Twas a very dark afternoon, and by 
the end of the sermon all you could see of 
the inside of the church were the parson’s 
two candles alongside of him in the pulpit, 
and his spaking face behind ‘em. The ser- 
mon being ended at last, the parson asked 
for the Evening Hymn. But there was no 
sounding up of the tune, and people began 
to turn their heads to learn the reason why, 
and then, a boy who sat in the gallery, 
nudged Timothy and Nicholas, and said, 
“Begin! Begin!” 

“Hey what?” says Nicholas, starting 
up, and the church being so dark and his 
head muddled, he thought he was at the 
party they had played at the night before, 
and away he went, bow and fiddle, at “The 
Devil among the Tailors,” the favourite jig 
of our neighbourhood. The rest of the band, 
being in the same state of mind, followed 
their leader with all their strength, accord- 
ing to custom. They poured out the tune till 
the bass notes made the cobwebs in the roof 
shiver like ghosts. Then Nicholas, seeing 
nobody moved, shouted out as he scraped, 
“Top couples cross hands! And when I make 
the fiddle squeak at the end, every man kiss 
his pardner under the mistletoe!” 
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Then the unfortunate church band 
came to their senses, and remembered 
where they were. Twas a sight to see Nicho- 
las and Timothy Thomas creep down the 
gallery stairs with their fiddles under their 
arms, with the rest of the band, all look- 
ing as little ninepins, and out they went. 
The parson might have forgiven them 
when he learned the truth but the squire 
would not. That very week he sent for a 
barrel organ that would play twenty new 
psalm-tunes so exact that however sinfully 
inclinded you were, you could play noth- 
ing but psalm-tunes, and the old players 
played no more.

The New England Convention is com- 
ing. The 49" edition of this annual event is 
scheduled for April 27 & 28, 2007 in Spring- 
field. Many dancers take it for granted. 
They have never known New England 
square dancing without the convention and 
they expect that there will always be one. 
What you may not realize is that conven- 
tions don’t just happen. They involve a huge 
amount of work that has been done year 
after year by an army of volunteers. 

Another thing to which you may not 
have given much thought is the conven- 
tion finances. Dancers pay a very modest 
fee and don’t think much about how the 
bills are paid. But they do have to be paid. 
No one gets money for services to the con- 
vention. Callers and cuers — and all the 
volunteers — donate their service. But the 
halls have to be rented, security personnel 
and suppliers of the temporary floors that 
have been used in the last few years have 
to be paid. When there is transportation 
needed, the bus companies get paid, too. 

So far, I believe, only one convention 
has failed to take in enough money from 
the fees dancers pay to cover the cost of 
the convention. All the other conventions 
have generated a surplus. That surplus 
has been divided in recent years between 
the local area in which the convention 
is held and the three organizations that 
make up the New England Cooperation 
Committee (CO-OP.) Those organizations 






have used the money to pay for educa- 
tional and promotional work. They also 
pay for some “overhead” type expenses 
for the conventions. 

This year the advance registrations are 
not coming in as fast as they have in past 
years. There is a serious possibility that 
the convention income will not cover the 
convention expenses. Perhaps we should 
have been charging more for the dancing 
but it’s too late to change that for this 
year. We haven't given much thought to 
what dancing in New England would be 
like without the convention. That’s chang- 
ing and some are seriously considering 
that possibility. 

But for now, for this year, it would re- 
ally help if each and every dancer would 
make an effort to support the convention. 
That’s not asking for a great sacrifice. 
Conventions really are fun. The dancing 
is good, and varied and there’s the oppor- 
tunity to see folks that share your interest 
but are from other areas so you don’t see 
them often. You get a lot of dancing and 
fun for a very reasonable admission fee. 
You can come just for the day or make a 
real party and get nearly twenty hours of 
dancing for just over $1.00 per hour. 

Next year will be the 50° NESRDC. 
Your support of this one, the 49 in 
Springfield, will help assure that we reach 
that milestone. Do you really want the 
convention to go away?

On-Line Problems 


With the release of the January 2007 issue, we heard from a few people that they 
were not able to read or print the issue. Some of the e-mail we received was down right 
nasty. We answered each and every one of these communications, trying to determine 
why they had problems. 

In all cases, it came down to one issue. The version of Acrobat Reader which was on 
their computer was a very old release. With the January issue, we are using Acrobat 
version 8 to create the on-line document.

To make it possible to read with an 
older version, such as version 4 released in April 1999, we had to modify the program 
output. To help for January, we did that and re-posted the magazine. 

We encourage everyone to be sure they have at least Acrobat Reader 5 on their 
computers. At www.adobe.com/products/acrobat/readstep2.html, the current version 
of Acrobat Reader can be downloaded free. If you find you cannot download the latest 
version for some reason, on that page, select “Choose a different version” then select 
your computer’s operating system, the operating system version and then “continue.” 
Other older versions will be available for downloading. 

If you know of someone having problems, please pass this information on to them. 
And tell them not to be afraid to download the program. It does not contain a virus or 
spyware as their anti-virus or anti-spyware software might think it does. 

As for our going back to the older version, we will not do that. There are features 
we want to implement to make this magazine on-line experience more enjoyable.

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COMMENT 
Jim MAYO 


I keep hearing and reading about hopes that someone will mount a massive public- 
ity program for modern square dancing and bring hordes of new recruits to our doors. 
That’s not about to happen because no one has the money it would take. m not as 
unhappy about that as some folks are. In fact I hope it will not happen - at least until 
we have “fixed” our product. 

I hear loud cries saying “What do you mean fix our product.” What I mean is make 
it more accessible to new recruits. I’ve said it many times in this column. Our form of 
square dancing, modern club dancing, is not “user friendly.” In fact we are not usually 
at all interested in welcoming new people into our activity. Wed like to have some 
more people come in to help pay for halls and callers but we certainly wouldn’t want 
to dance with them or dance the kind of program that new dancers need. 

I heard recently of a group that tried a new promotional method. It was one of the 
techniques mentioned at the NECCA clinic. They printed more than 10,000 flyers and 
got them inserted in the Monday edition of their local newspaper. The word spread 
that they had recruited about eighteen new dancers into their class this past fall. 
That’s a great accomplishment. It’s the kind of result folks have been hoping would 
come from a big new promotional campaign. 

I heard recently, however, that all of the new dancer recruits had dropped out of 
the class. That’s not a result we can be proud of but it certainly isn’t new. A market- 
ing survey a couple of years ago told us that we had been losing new dancer recruits 
throughout most of the modern square dance era. My own record keeping back in the 
1960’s supports that conclusion. But back then, and until a decade or so ago, we were 
always able to recruit enough new candidates so that our clubs could grow in spite of 
the dropout rate. 

We have also experienced a change in the point at which folks drop out. It used to 
be after they finished class and during the first year of dancing. Now they are more 
likely to give it up during class. That could be a change in the tolerance level or pa- 
tience of people. It could also be that our welcome and support for new dancers has 
gotten a bit less. 

Whatever the reason, we hear lots of talk about recruiting but I think the welcom- 
ing and acceptance will have to change before recruiting will help us much. I have 
said to some of my friends that I worry that we might succeed with a big recruiting 
drive. If we haven’t found a better way to welcome the new folks into modern square 
dancing, I’m afraid all we'll dois send a bunch of unhappy folks out into society. They 
might just tell their friends not to try square dancing because it’s too uncomfortable 
to go through the initiation. 

I know it takes two years of weekly dancing to become comfortable at a modern 
club square dance. Would you make that commitment?

Phase 2+1 (Fishtail) — 2 Step — COL 8-10277 Connie Smith. Basic 2 step with knee 
left and right in the intro, also has fishtail. Ending is roll 4 and kiss. Can be danced 
to on cues. 


Old Mill Stream 

Phase 2+2(fishtail & Str. Vine) — 2 Step — MCA 25678 Lenny Dee. Basic 2 step sug- 
gests you speed to 48 rpm’s, has strolling vine, fishtail wrap and unwrap sequence, 
ending 1s rewrap and hold. 


Dinah Lee 
Phase 2+1 (Str Vine) — 2 Step — HH EN 056. Charleston, step hops, scoot, strolling 
vine, sliding door, struts. Ending is hands up and shake. 


Cinderella Waltz 
Phase 2+1(Hover) — Waltz - HHEN 017. Choreographer suggests you speed to 55 
rpm’s. Basic waltz pure vanilla, has canters and twinkles. 


The following 11 routines have been choreographed by Nancy & DeWayne Baldwin:

Phase 4 — Rumba — LM 233. Chase, serpiente, lariat, double chase with peek a boo, 
alemana and aida. Ending is aida and hold. 


What The World Needs Now 
Phase 3+1 (Chr Rec slip ) — Waltz — STAR 146. Prog twinkles, locking steps, back 
hovers and fwd hovers, canter. Ending is side corte. Suggests you speed for comfort. 


The French Song 
Phase 3+2 (Tel & Dia Trn) — Foxtrot — CD GMPDK A 100101 track, artist Lone Blume. 
Whisk, cross hovers, diamond turn, hover fallaway. Can be danced to on cues. 
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Hey Baby III 
Phase 3— Cha Cha—STAR 1388. Suggests you slow for comfort. Chase, and chase with 
peek a boo, crab walks, ending is wrap 2 and point. Can be danced to on cues. 


Stroll to San Antonio

Reverse twinkles, solo turning box, prog. twinkles, can- 
ters, ending is back and side corte. Suggest you speed for comfort. 


South Texas Waltz 
Phase 2 — Waltz — STAR 219. Lace sequence, twinkles., wrap sequence and cater are 
some of the figures 1n this cue and do. 


Smile For Me Rumba 

Phase 3+2 (Aida/Switch Cross) — Rumba - Coll 6077 “Spanish Eyes” by al Martino 
flip “Daddy’s Little Girl” — Rochelle & Larry Cronkite. Nice music and a nice routine. 
Side walks, lady’s tamara and wheel, aida, switch cross. New Yorker, whip and twirl 
and all basic Latin amalgamations.

Phase 4+2 (Open Hip Twist, Cuddle) — Cha Cha — “The Very Best of the Beach Boys

a slow marchessi, has alemana, spot turn, umbrella turn, fwd and back triple cha’s.

Every caller should have Cal Campbell, Ken Kernan, and Bob Howell’s “Dancing 
for Busy People” in his/her library; and it should be dog-eared and dirty. This is the 
best single source for easy dances with variety that has been published. It is ideal 
for school teachers to plan dance activities, and even better for callers who do “party 
nights” or “one-night stands.” 

One-nighters are much harder to do than many callers realize. First (and this 
cannot be emphasized enough), one-nighters are not the first night of square dance 
class. The program should be entirely self-contained with no expectation of dancers 
moving on in regular dance classes. Second, one-nighters should be the maximum of 
dancing and the minimum of instruction or talking. Third, one-nighters need to catch 
the attention and sense of fun of all the dancers from the very first step. If the first 
steps sound and look too much like instruction or look too hard to learn, you have lost 
your audience. 

The solution? It’s in “Dancing for Busy People,” though I admit I take some liber- 
ties with the dances. My very favorite first dance at a one-nighter, especially if there 
are children involved in a combination of “Phrase Craze” and “Wild Turkey.” “Phrase 
Craze” got its name from the recording — available from Lloyd Shaw Foundation. It 
is an older hoedown record that has a 16 measure (bar) melody. The tune plays for 
six bars (12 counts), then goes silent for two bars, and then plays the next eight bars 
(16 counts). Count up the number of measures or beats, and you will see that “Phrase 
Craze’ is half the length of a standard singing call, jig, or reel. 

The formation is groups of three in lines like spokes of a wheel, all facing counter- 
clock wise (Line of Dance). This formation is easy to set up, and for younger dancers, 
it takes away some of the discomfort of having a PARTNER. Also, really young kids 
can be sandwiched between parents for even more feelings of security. 

Here is the dance: all walk forward eight steps, then back up four steps (6 bars). 
The music stops, but the dancers clap their hands three times then stomp their feet 
three times (2 bars). If you have a lot of youngsters, use this for the second part. The 
groups of three join hands and circle left (8 steps/ 4 bars) and circle right back to the 
lines facing LOD. That is the whole dance. 

If there are not many little ones in the group, or all of the dancers can work inde- 
pendently, instead of doing the circles in the second part of the dance, have the center 
dancers turn the left hand dancer with a left elbow, then turn the right dancer with 
a right elbow, and back to place in line. 

This is a fun little dance that teaches people from very beginning to pay attention 
to the music. Dancers who do not, will be embarrassed when they clap or stomp at the 
wrong time. Very quickly all of the dancers will be moving to the music. The dancers 
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will memorize this very quickly, and the clapping will help keep them from racing 
af you have ever worked with pre-teens and teens, you know how they like to show 
that they learned the dance and can do it faster than anyone else. This dance forces 
a little discipline on them, without robbing them of the fun.) 

It takes only four or five times through the dance for everyone to have memorized 
it. When I am sure that everyone is comfortable with the pattern, I stop the music 
abruptly at the end of the sequence and say, “That’s too easy.” I give them a little 
chin music about how we can mix it up so it 1s not the same people doing the same 
thing all the time. If the people are circling in the second half, they may now circle 
a little more or a little less so that one of the ends goes to the center position. If they 
are doing the elbow turns, they have permission to turn either the left or right hand 
dancer a little extra to put someone new in the center. 

So far, the dancers have had fun with the dance, but now the laughing begins 
because an element of chaos has been introduced, and they have permission to be a 
little goofy, but they must still get the walking and the claps on the beat. 

After another four or five times through, I again stop the music and say, “It’s still too 
easy. So, when you finish your circle or elbow turns, the center person moves forward 
to be the center of the group in front. — By the way, dancers, this dance 1s sometimes 
called ‘Wild Turkey’ and everyone knows who the turkey is. So the call for the center 
to move forward will be ‘Shoot the Turkey.” 

The level of chaos has gone up a notch, but it 1s still within the structure of the 
music. With another four or five times through the dance, filled with giggles and mis- 
takes, the music stops again. “It’s still too easy. You know, we can slam the door on 
the turkey. As the turkey goes forward, one of the ends steps to the center of the line, 
forcing the turkey to go to an end position.” This gets a little rough and boisterous, 
but you will be amazed with how many people will count the eight steps forward and 
the four steps back, and almost everyone will clap at the right time. 

I have been lucky to be able to work with some outstanding musicians who can 
learn the pattern and play it with very little attention from me. Sometimes, at the end 
of the first 12 beats, I give the musicians the cut signal, to remind them to go silent 
for fur beats. And one band changes tunes when the wild turkey is introduced. They 
start with a tune like ‘Ragtime Annie’ but change to ‘Turkey in the Straw’ when the 
turkey 1s introduced. 

This dance sets the tone of just good fun in time to the music. There are a multitude 
of good dances for three dancers, or lines of three facing three (trios). Give them a try 
— and your best source for them is “Dancing for Busy People,” available directly from Cal 
Campbell (cal@eazy.net) or from the Lloyd Shaw Foundation (www.lloydshaw.org).

salt, to taste 

% tsp. ground black pepper 

6 Cups beef broth (canned broth 1s OK) 
2 Tbsp. red wine 

4 slices toasted French bread 

1 Cup grated Swiss cheese 


Potato Casserole 


8 medium potatoes, grated

salt and pepper to taste 


Mix grated potatoes and onions to- 
gether. Stir in the rest of the ingredients.

Bake at 350 degrees for 1 hour. 





Melt the butter in a large pot. Add 
the onions and cook covered, for about 15 
minutes. Sprinkle with sugar and cook 
until the onions are caramelized. Add salt 
and pepper. Pour in half the beef broth 
and cook uncovered for 15 minutes. Add 
the remaining beef broth and the wine, 
cook about 30 minutes. Place the soup in 
ovenproof bowls and top each with a slice 
of French bread and the grated Swiss 
cheese. Place under the broiler until the 
cheese melts.

Several years ago I wrote in this column about an article that I had read in the 
newspaper. The next two paragraphs are a quote from that column. 

“The article went on to quote a North-Of-Boston bowling center operator say- 
ing “League bowling used to be a triple shift: 5, 7 and 9. Now its just 7 o'clock. 
People don’t want to commit to 32 weeks. There’s a lot going on today. The 
entertainment dollar’s really spread out.” An official in the company that sells 
the new equipment describes the new style of bowling as “It’s the same product 
positioned differently to appeal to a different demographic.” They call it adding 
Xtreme effects. The article ends saying that the owner of the reshaped bowling 
center “isn’t all that thrilled with the noise and flashing lights.” He says "Tom kind 
of a purist. Im not crazy about doing this — it’s not real bowling. But you have to 
keep up with the times.” 

“As I read this I found myself wondering how many of us would accept square 
dancing repositioned in an equally drastic way to appeal to a new demographic. 
Would we continue to go to the “new style” dances? The bowling center operator 
has a large investment and debts to pay off. In square dancing we can just close 
down the club and give up dancing. Is that our future?” 

Since I wrote this we, all of us in MWSD, have continued to search for ways to 
make the activity as we have known it come back to popularity. We have had little 
success but we, nearly all of us, are reluctant - indeed, unwilling - to accept a change 
in the way square dancing is done. If it can’t be the old once-a-week, club-based kind 
of activity that we have done and loved, than we're not interested. 

Um not singling out dancers with this observation. I know of only a couple of 
callers who would want to call for a group that was run differently than our current 
club system. Callers are not interested, or able, to run groups on their own. They are 
not much interested um calling for a group where folks come only occasionally. They 
enjoy using the full call vocabulary and can’t imagine dancers who might be happy 
dancing only 25 or 30 of those calls. 

Equally uninterested are the remaining dancers. They are even reluctant to dance 
with new graduates - or attend dances where those people can dance comfortably. 
Clubs may try new ways of recruiting but they only want those who can be made into 
clones of themselves. 

We are not going to regrow MWSD as we have known it. I’m sorry to see it go but I 
have no doubt that it will. Square dancing will continue in some form. It is too much 
fun to just go away. traditional dancers are holding successful dances but not with 
the number of people MWSD had in its heyday during the 1970’s. Perhaps well have 
to wait for some change in society. We’ve had a great time and my best wish would 
be that others in the future could enjoy as much as we have. 

In the meantime, support the clubs, events and conventions that we have left. You 
will still find friends there.

Vermont has new callers in Ron Heroux from the White River Junction area, 
Northern Vermont is represented by a calling couple, Larry and Betty Williams and 
Judy Clifford as the Rutland area has Joan Judge. 

Maine has some new callers coming along as well. From up north, Joseph Fabian is 
doing a fine job; Maine also has Walter Bull and Greg Keene. Massachusetts has Matt 
McGovern, only thirteen years old, living in Western Massachusetts along with part time 
Ted Hughes. I say part time because Ted shares his time between Massachusetts and 
Florida. Eastern Massachusetts has Eric Mulder and Gary Feldman from the Boston 
area. Connecticut is represented by Victor Kentor from the Guilford area.

A New England Chestnut 


This column started out to be about two classic New England contra dances, but 
as I started my research, I came across a marvelous book and I had almost forgotten. 
Roger Knox, of Ithaca, NY, photocopied pages from the Stockton, CA folk dance camp 
and from Ralph Page’s Northern Junket. 

One of the dances I wanted to cover is Money Musk, and I struck gold in Roger’s 
book with Ralph’s description of Money Musk. So here it is, straight from the type- 
writer of the grand master of New England contra dancing. [A quick note, when Ralph 
presented a dance in print, he usually hand-wrote the lead-sheet for musicians. It 1s 
in the original article, but I will not include it bere 

Money Musk: Regular contra dance formation. Six or nine couples in a set make 
an ideal combination. 1*, 4 and 7th couples active. Do NOT cross over to become an 
active couple. 

THE DANCE 
Right hand to partner, turn once and a half around (8) 
Go below one couple and forward six and back (4+2+2) 
Right hand to partner, turn three quarters around (6) 
Forward six once more & back (2+2) 
Right hand to partner, turn three quarters around to place (6) 
Right and left four. (with couple above (16) 
[Note: the numbers in parentheses indicate how many beats per action] 
Here’s how you do it 

Some of you will run into trouble right off. The call is to go once and a half around. 
Think a minute. If you went once around youd be exactly where you started — right? 
So, 1f you go half around from there you'll be directly across the set from where you 
started. That’s where you ought to be. That’s once and a half around. Now go behind 
the nearest person; go a bit below that person and stand between that same person 
and the next below. Join hands — with both of them — take two short steps forward 
and two steps back. The active man will be between two ladies, and the active lady 
between two men. Think nothing of it, for youll not be there long. 

From this position, walk toward your partner, join right hands with partner and turn 
three quarters. Here’s where most novices get fouled up. Again, stop and reason it out. 
If you made one complete turn you'd be where you started the turn — right? Half way 
around would be opposite to where you are standing ---- right? Then three quarters round 
be half way between the two terms. The active man will have his back to the caller; the 
active lady will be facing the caller, and you will both be in the middle of the set. Join 
hands with nearest people, take two short steps forward and two short steps back. 

Now step toward your partner, join right hand with partner, turn three quarters

around and head for home. There SHOULD be a convenient hole over there, between 
the second and third couples; or fifth and sixth 1f youre a fourth couple. Go and stand 
in the space and do a right and left over and back with the person above you. 

The right and left movement with two men and two ladies side by side ought to 
offer no difficulties, but it always does to the novice. If the person beside was of the 
opposite sex how would you do it? Alright (sic), then do it exactly the same now with- 
out benefit of helping each other around when reaching the opposite side. [Note: all 
directions are given to the active dancers — couples 1, 4, 7, etc. The inactives must 
counter-dance. | 

About the dance 

Seems like everybody who ever heard of a contra dance wants to learn Money 
Musk. Often it’s the first contra they attempt, and after getting gloriously mixed up 
decide then and there that contra dances aren't for them and stand steadfast in their 
determination. Did you ever run a hundred yard dash the first time you walked? Then 
why do you expect to dance Money Musk the first contra you try. 

Money Musk is not easy; neither is it too difficult. The steps are based on split 
second timing though and therein lies much of your difficulty. To make matters a lot 
worse — about one hundred (sic) years ago in this part of New Hampshire the people 
dropped eight measures of music, tho (sic) retaining the same number of figures. So 
you are doing and 32 measure dance to 24 measures of music. Done correctly you'll 
not have to run; but you will have to keep moving. 

The dance comes to us from Scotland, and originally was known as “Sir Archibald 
Grant of Moniemusk Reel.” The name was unweildly and was soon shortened. The 
name “Moniemusk” was that of an estate. The first 16 measures make up the original 
tune, written by Daniel or Donald Dow, a musician of note who died in Edinburgh in 
1783. It was first published in “McGoun’s Repository of Scots and Irish airs, Strath- 
speys, Reels, etc: Glasgow, 1803” ‘tis a fine dance and one of our favorites. 

[One last note: anything in brackets is my commentary. Paul]

Irish Soda Bread 
4 Tbsp. (% stick) butter 
3 Cups all-purpose flour 
1% tsp. salt 
1 Tbsp. baking powder 
1 tsp. baking soda 
% Cup sugar 
1% Cups dried currents 
1% Cups buttermilk 
2 eggs, well beaten 
2 Tbsp. butter, melted and cooled to 
room temperature 





Scones 


2 Cups flour 

1/3 Cup sugar 

1% tsp. baking powder 

% tsp. baking soda 

% tsp. salt 

6 Tablespoons very cold unsalted butter 
% Cup buttermilk 

1 large egg 

1% tsp. vanilla 

1/3 Cup currants 





1 Tbsp. caraway seeds (optional) 

Spread 2 tablespoons of the butter 
evenly over the bottom and sides of a 10- 
inch cast iron skillet. Line the bottom of 
the skillet with a circle of waxed paper. 
Preheat the oven to 350 degrees. Sift the 
dry ingredients together in a large bowl. 
Add the currents and toss well to coat. 
In another bowl, whisk together the but- 
termilk, eggs and melted butter. Add 
this to the dry ingredients along with the 
caraway seeds, and mix until blended. 
Do not overmix. Spoon the batter into 
the prepared skillet, and smooth the top 
gently with a spatula. Dot the top with the 
remaining 2 tablespoons of butter. Place 
the skillet in the oven and bake until the 
bread is puffed and golden brown, about 
1 hour. Cool in the skillet for 10 minutes 
and serve warm. 


In a large bowl, mix dry ingredients. 
Grate butter over flour mixture, then stir 
with a fork. In a small bowl, mix together 
buttermilk, eggs and vanilla. Add to dry 
ingredients. Stir in currents. With lightly 
floured hands, pat the dough to % inch 
thickness and cut into triangles. Place on 
an ungreased cookie sheet. Bake at 400 
degrees for 10 - 15 minutes or until lightly 
browned. Serve warm.

Our first dance this month is one that I learned from Jane Farwell at Oglebay 
Folk Dance Camp in Wheeling, West Virginia and Folklore Village in Wisconsin. 
Jane was a fond friend of Phyllis and me for many years, a great recreational leader. 


GREENSLEEVES 
English 

Though this old English country dance is “common knowledge” to most lead- 
ers, they often forget what “sure fire” fun it is for beginners. To make the third 
part easier to do, you can mention that in the days when “Greensleeves’ was first 
popular, gentlemen often carried their treasures in their voluminous sleeves which 
made it interesting for a gold-digging wife to turn her husband’s sleeves in-side 
out when she got the chance. Sometimes when used at spring festivals a branch of 
green laurel is carried in the free hand. 


FORMATION: Double circle of partners, facing to the right around the ring, men 
on the inside, ladies on the outside. Two couples dance together, one behind the 
other.. 

MUSIC: Green Sleeves, FDCD-058 

ACTION: 

MEASURES 1-8 All promenade 16 steps forward, inside hands joined, outside 
hands relaxed at the side. 

MEASURES 1-8: (repeated) First couple release hands and each turns in place to 
face the couple behind. All loin right hands in a star and walk 8 steps to the left 
(really 7 and 1 to turn on) Repeat back to the right with a left hand star. 
MEASURES 9-16: “Turning Sleeves Inside Out”, First couple turn to face for- 
ward again and rejoin inside hands, walk backwards under the raised arms of 
Couple Two as they walk forward (four steps). Then reverse, Couple Two going 
under Couple One into original places. Repeat once more over and under. 

In some localities here this dance is done progressively because of the use of long 
records which would otherwise make it monotonous. At the beginning of each 
new promenade, couples reverse positions one extra time which brings them a 
new couple with whom to dance.

Jim MAYO 


At a recent dance I encountered a situation that I think is worth some comment. 
I will not identify the time and place and I do not wish to lay guilt on anyone for 
behavior in which I have engaged myself. 

The dance had been a happy one with the high level of dancer success that I 
expect at my dances. During the last tip of the evening one couple made a mistake 
and ended up with the “he” and “she” trading places. They continued dancing that 
way, with better-than-usual skill through the rest of that sequence. 

The problem came when, at the end of the sequence, they did not “fix” their sex 
change. Not only that, another couple in that square decided to join in the fun and 
they switched, too. The other two couples in the square were not familiar with this 
kind of play and, as a consequence, the square didn’t make it through any other 
sequences for the rest of the tip. 

I said in the opening paragraph that I was in no position to complain about 
things I have done myself. Decades ago, early in my square dance life, I did some- 
times dance as a girl just for the fun of it. In fact, that’s how many of us learned 
what would later be called “All Position” dancing. I also enjoyed cutting in and out 
of squares in the early days - and I still do. 

One of the rules we tried to observe then was that we didn’t fool around in 
squares without first being sure that the other folks in the square wouldn't be both- 
ered by our games. Sometimes we asked permission. Other times we were dancing 
with folks we knew well and we knew they wouldn’t mind. 

Even with the OK from the others in the square we always believed that we 
hadn’t succeeded unless the square made it successfully through the whole tip. If 
our fooling around caused the square to break down, than we were chagrined. In 
fact, it was not just one or two couples fooling around. It was the whole square. All 
four couples were part of the game and when we made it through successfully it 
was a team victory. 

There are lots of ways of “fooling around” at a square dance. In fact, we some- 
times make these fooling things part of graduation ceremonies for new dancers. We 
give little thought to how these things are learned or understood. In the “old days” 
we used to teach a lot more than dancing in square dance class. We taught proper 
“square dance” courtesy and respect for the other folks at the dance. Use of deodor- 
ants and avoidance of garlic, onions and alcohol before the dance were part of the 
course. I’m not confident that we are as conscientious about those things today. 

I don’t want to be an old fussbudget (is that still a word anyone uses?) But I 
have really enjoyed the respect that square dancers have for each other. Let’s not 
loose it.

I would guess that 
just about every serious contra caller in the world has a copy of Balance and Swing, 
and they also have the follow up volume, Swing the Next. Both books are compila- 
tions of the squares, contras, and triplets that Ted wrote. 

Ted held degrees in biology and chemistry and worked as a pharmacist for 35 years. 
He graduated from high school in 1945 and began calling professionally in 1946, while 
still in college. If that weren’t enough to keep him busy, he organized dances all over 
New England and was a major cog in local and international dance associations. 

In his spare time he loved to write dances. The type of dance he is most famous 
for is triplets (dances for three couples only). It has become a tradition for dancers 
to cheer when a Ted Sannella triplet is announced. But Ted also wrote some of the 
best New England style square dances, and experimented with new formations and 
combinations of basics in contra dances. It was a great loss to the dance world when 
he passed away in 1995 at the age of 67. 

A dance I am particularly fond of is Patriot’s Jig. To begin with, the third Mon- 
day of April each year is a legal holiday in Massachussetts, Patriots’ Day, which 
commemorates the battles of Lexington and Concord, two battles which led into the 
American Revolution. So with the permission of our New England patriots, I will 
move our commemoration of Patriot’s Day from April to the nationally recognized 
day for patriotism, Independence Day. 

Segue: one of the latest additions to contra formations is the Becket formation. 
Another New England caller, Herbie Gaudreau, wrote a dance he called Becket 
Reel, in honor of the location of the dance camp at which he was calling. Instead of 
having partners opposite each other, partners are next to each other facing across 
to another couple. The progression is as couples moving up the hall or down the 
hall. At the ends, usually the couples move one full progression to the opposite line. 

Ted Sannella became fascinated with the Becket formation after Herbie intro- 
duced it and after Don Armstrong wrote and recorded a variation of Becket Reel 
called Slaunch to Donegal. Slaunch to Donegal is one of the most performed contra 
dances because it can be sung just as a singing call, but it is in contra formation. 
(Miscellaneous tidbit: Don Armstrong played drums on the recording of Slaunch. He 
got so carried away that the drum set kept sliding forward to the edge of the platform 
he was on. Just at the end of the record you can hear the drums go over the edge.)

Ted, ever the great innovator, started his dance in Alternate Duple formation, 
moved it to Becket, and in the last figure brought it back to Alternate Duple. Here 
is the dance: 

Patriots’ Jig by Ted Sannella. Music: a moderately paced 32 bar jig; Ted liked 
“Dusty Bob’s Jig.” Formation: Alternate Duple 


Intro: - - - -, Swing the one below (corner) 
1-8: ----, Across right and left thru 
9-16: ----, Same two ladies chain across 
(you should now have partner beside you) 
17-24: - - - -, Right and left thru once again 
25-32: - - - -, Allemande left next in line 
33-40: - - Partner swing, - - - - 
41-48: - - - All forward and back 
49-56: - - - -, With couple across, circle left 3 places and pass thru 
57-64: - - - -, Swing new one below 


Here are some hints for dancing this successfully. The first four phrases are self- 
explanatory. The Allemande Left next in line is easier than it looks. As in square 
dancing, the man’s corner is to his left and the lady’s corner is to her right — simply 
turn one-quarter (men left, ladies right) and there is the next in line (your corner). 
At the ends, do the Allemande with the person across. Given the characteristics 
of Becket formation, your corner remains the same all through the dance. The Al- 
lemande Left can be quick (4 counts) or leisurely (8 counts) depending if you want 
an aerobic exercise or a smooth dance. If the Allemande is done in four, the Partner 
Swing is 12 counts. If the Allemande is done in eight, the Swing is for eight. 

Finish the swing and face across to go forward and back. This gives the danc- 
ers a chance to re-orient and identify who they will circle with. Circle left three- 
quarters changes the formation back to Alternate Duple, with everyone facing the 
original one below. Pass thru moves dancers up or down the hall to start the dance 
again. At the ends of the set, when a dancer does a pass through and finds no one 
to swing, he should swing his partner and finish facing the rest of the dancers. This 
produces an automatic crossover. 

Happy dancing.

BAKED CRANBERRY ALMOND BRIE 


Warm Brie topped with cranberry sauce and toasted almonds is hidden in a soft, 
flaky cream cheese pastry. 


Pastry Ingredients: Topping Ingredients: 
3/4 cup all-purpose flour 1 egg 
1/4 cup butter, softened 1 teaspoon water 
1 (3-ounce) package cream cheese, . l l 
softened Dippers Ingredients: 


Apple or pear slices 
Filling Ingredients: Crackers 

1 (8-ounce) 4 1/4-inch diameter 

round Brie cheese 
3 tablespoons whole berry 

cranberry sauce 
3 tablespoons chopped almonds, 

toasted 


Instructions 

Combine flour, butter and cream cheese in large mixer bowl. Beat at low speed, 
scraping bowl often, until mixture leaves sides of bowl and forms a dough (2 to 3 
minutes). Divide dough in half; wrap in plastic food wrap. Refrigerate until firm (1 
hour). 

Heat oven to 400°F. Roll each half of dough on lightly floured surface to 1/8-inch 
thickness. Cut 8-inch circle from each half (save dough scraps for decoration). Place 
1 circle on ungreased baking sheet. Place Brie on center of pastry circle. Spread 
cranberry sauce over top of Brie cheese; sprinkle with toasted almonds. Top with 
other pastry circle. Pinch edges of pastry to seal. Flute edges as desired. Decorate 
top with small pastry cut-outs. 

Beat egg with water in small bowl; brush top and sides of pastry. Bake for 15 
to 20 minutes or until golden brown. Remove from baking sheet immediately. Let 
stand 30 minutes to allow cheese to set. Cut into small wedges. Serve with apple 
slices and crackers. 

TIP: Do not remove outer rind of Brie cheese. It is acceptable to eat and keeps 
the cheese contained inside pastry. 

TIP: To toast almonds, spread evenly in shallow pan. Bake at 350°F, stirring 
once, for 4 to 6 minutes or until lightly browned. Cool completely.

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RECRUITMENT IDEAS 
By George Barrett, Chairman 
Square & Round Dance Foundation of Rhode Island 


I have been e-mailing an organization called “All Join Hands Foundation” and 
they have been giving me ideas and quotes. Some of them are long and some are 
short, but they all worked in their area. Also, these are notes and ideas taken from 
various clubs. 

WHY FLYER’S DON’T WORK - TWO REASONS 

#1. Most clubs don’t make flyers until 1-2 months before their class and they 
require the people who see them to contact you. Lotsa luck on this one. 

#2. People have to see them. Most clubs will put their flyers on bulletin boards 
or store windows. When was the last time you looked at a bulletin board, or noticed 
a flyer in a store window. But, there are plenty of them out there. Our lives today 
are busy and fast paced. We don’t slow down enough to notice things like flyers, 
because we have to get little Johnny to soccer practice, and little Suzy to cheer, ect. 

One other thing that does not work is demos. I have yet to hear a new person 
that- came because they saw us at a local mall. 

I can’t say this works in this area because working together doing a demo at a 
senior center, a couple was referred to us. I invited them to come and watch a be- 
ginner dance and at the break the caller that was doing the demo arranged with 
our caller to get them up and do a teach. They loved it. 

This is what one club did. The last night of their class they have business cards 
complete with the start date of the next class, contact numbers, ect. Every club 
member gets a handful of these cards, and are told to give them out wherever they 
go. Not just to friends and neighbors, but to the person checking you out at the lo- 
cal store, the person behind you in line, ect. If the person they are giving the card 
to seems interested, they ask for their name and phone number. These folks are 
contacted for part two of their plan. They put on a “Picnic in the Park,” and call the 
new contacts, telling them to bring nothing but their appetite, and a friend if they 
would like to,(now those who are not even square dancers are recruiting for you by 
bringing a friend). It is a casual affair for everyone to get to know each other, com- 
plete with conversation, games, and soda. People come for free food...It works. The 
picnic is held in August, more names are added to the list, (remember some of them 
brought their friends), and they are called and reminded the week prior to the new 
class and again a couple of days before. Those who say they will come, but don’t 
show up, are called the very next day, just to say they are missed, and there are 
two more chances to come and enjoy the fun. This club also thinks outside the box. 
They have tried things, such as, giving a year’s worth of square dance lessons to a 
local charity auction, and they got a great couple out of this. It didn’t cost the club 
anything, but a few dollars a week, and they got a couple out of it. 

After the new class starts, they have an incentive program to be at each and ev- 
ery class, both class and club members. They have the names of the club members 
in one bucket (decorated coffee can) and the names of the class members in another. 

Each group starts with $5.00, a name is drawn and that person gets the $. If the 
person drawn is not there that night the pot for that group goes up $5.00 and be-

comes $10, $15, $20, ect., until it is won and then goes back to $5. This helps con- 
trol the casual, Pll show up every two to three weeks dancer/class member. 

The main thing that this club did was get their name and phone number so they 
could contact them. Don’t wait for them to contact you. 

This is what another club did. 

Approximately 2 months before the new class starts they mail out a letter, 
(teaser), that the new class is starting soon, and how excited they are to meet them. 
Then, approximately 3 weeks before the class starts they invite them to a pot luck 
dinner (by phone or by mail), but all they are required to bring is their appetite, 
and bring a friend if they like to. Remember people will come for free food. 

Approximately 10 days prior to the new class start, they send a letter with a 
personal invitation from the caller. The club wrote the letter and brought it to the 
caller for their approval and signature, made copies. The result of this was 53 new 
class members. 

They also started a line dance class one hour prior to the square dance class, and 
pushed this on their flyers and in their letters. If you only came for the line dance 
portion of the evening you were charged X dollars. If you were going to stay for the 
square dance class was free or a couple of dollars. Many folks in this new square 
dance class have said, they never intended to do the square dance portion, but de- 
cided since they were already there they would try it, and they're glad they did. 

Another club has a “badge week”. They pick a week close to the start of their 
class, and wear their square dance badge wherever they go. To the store, the bank, 
the mall, etc. When someone asks about your badge, you have your opening to talk 
to them about square dancing and your new class starting. BE PREPARED WITH 
A BUSINESS CARD, AND GET THEIR NAME AND PHONE NUMBER! 

Let me warn you. You will run into folks in your club that will say, it won’t work 
or, we've never done it that way or, it may work for them but that’s not our club/area. 

One last thought for the nay sayers, (yes our activity is full of them). 

I have only one question for you. Look around your club and ask yourself; Is what 
were doing, or have been doing in the past, working? Your numbers will answer 
that question. So why not try something new? What is the worst that could possibly 
happen by trying new ideas? 

THE ANSWER IS, WE ARE NOT ANY WORSE OFF THAN WE ARE RIGHT 
NOW. BUT, IF IT WORKS, LIKE IT HAS FOR ALL THESE CLUBS........ 

In ending I just want to say, people want to do square dancing, we just have to 
find them.

Fifty years is a long time but it is especially a long time for any organization. So 
it is that EDSARDA proudly celebrates fifty years of service to and for the square 
and round dance activity. 

The seeds were planted back in 1955 when the first Atlantic Square Dance Con- 
vention was held at the Mechanics Building in Boston on November 11 and 12. 
John Kobrock was the Executive Director of that event. A second Atlantic Conven- 
tion followed in ‘56. The Third Atlantic Convention then went onto Washington, 
DC. With the large attendance, somewhere between 5,000 and 6,000 dancers, the 
two conventions drew in Boston, it was obvious to John and others more organiza- 
tion would be required to help the growing square dance community and to contin- 
ue with a local festival as was being done in other parts of the country. 

And so EDSARDA was formed with John Kobrock as its first President and the 
first EDSARDA Festival was formulated. That First EDSARDA Festival was held on 
April 11, 1959 at the New Ocean House in Swampscott, MA and was a one day affair, 
remaining that way for a few years. It soon became the New England Convention and 
continued to grow. The largest attendance peaked at better than 8,000 dancers. 

The have been many, many people who have volunteered their time to benefit 
the square and round dance community. EDSARDA is not only its Executive Board 
and Board of Directors, but all the men and woman who have worked on all the 
festival and conventions these many years. 

We are proud to salute EDSARDA and all its members and volunteers.

A New England Chestnut 

This column started out to be about two classic New England contra dances, but 
as I started my research, I came across a marvelous book and I had almost forgot- 
ten. Roger Knox, of Ithaca, NY, photocopied pages from the Stockton, CA folk dance 
camp and from Ralph Page’s Northern Junket. 

One of the dances I wanted to cover is Money Musk, and I struck gold in Roger’s 
book with Ralph’s description of Money Musk. So here it is, straight from the type- 
writer of the grand master of New England contra dancing. [A quick note, when 
Ralph presented a dance in print, he usually hand-wrote the lead-sheet for musi- 
cians. It is in the original article, but I will not include it here 


Money Musk 

Regular contra dance formation. Six or nine couples in a set make an ideal 
combination. 1*, 4 and 7th couples active. Do NOT cross over to become an ac- 
tive couple. 

The Dance 

Right hand to partner, turn once and a half around (8) 

Go below one couple and forward six and back (4+2+2) 

Right hand to partner, turn three quarters around (6) 

Forward six once more & back (2+2) 

Right hand to partner, turn three quarters around to place (6) 

Right and left four. (with couple above (16) 

(Note: the numbers in parentheses indicate how many beats per action] 


Here’s How You Do It 

Some of you will run into trouble right off. The call is to go once and a half 
around. Think a minute. If you went once around you'd be exactly where you start- 
ed — right? So, if you go half around from there you'll be directly across the set from 
where you started. That’s where you ought to be. That’s once and a half around. 
Now go behind the nearest person; go a bit below that person and stand between 
that same person and the next below. Join hands — with both of them — take two 
short steps forward and two steps back. The active man will be between two la- 
dies, and the active lady between two men. Think nothing of it, for you'll not be 
there long. 

From this position, walk toward your partner, join right hands with partner 
and turn three quarters. Here’s where most novices get fouled up. Again, stop and 
reason it out. If you made one complete turn you'd be where you started the turn 
— right? Half way around would be opposite to where you are standing ---- right? 
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Then three quarters round be half way between the two terms. The active man will 
have his back to the caller; the active lady will be facing the caller, and you will 
both be in the middle of the set. Join hands with nearest people, take two short 
steps forward and two short steps back. 

Now step toward your partner, join right hand with partner, turn three quar- 
ters around and head for home. There SHOULD be a convenient hole over there, 
between the second and third couples; or fifth and sixth if you're a fourth couple. 
Go and stand in the space and do a right and left over and back with the person 
above you. 

The right and left movement with two men and two ladies side by side ought 
to offer no difficulties, but it always does to the novice. If the person beside was 
of the opposite sex how would you do it? Alright (sic), then do it exactly the same 
now without benefit of helping each other around when reaching the opposite side. 
[Note: all directions are given to the active dancers — couples 1, 4, 7, etc. The inac- 
tives must counter-dance. |

About the Dance 

Seems like everybody who ever heard of a contra dance wants to learn Money 
Musk. Often it’s the first contra they attempt, and after getting gloriously mixed 
up decide then and there that contra dances aren’t for them and stand steadfast 
in their determination. Did you ever run a hundred yard dash the first time you 
walked? Then why do you expect to dance Money Musk the first contra you try. 

Money Musk is not easy; neither is it too difficult. The steps are based on split 
second timing though, and therein lies much of your difficulty. To make matters 
a lot worse — about one hundres (sic) years ago in this part of New Hampshire the 
people dropped eight measures of music, tho (sic) retaining the same number of 
figures. So you are doing and 32 measure dance to 24 measures of music. Done cor- 
rectly you'll not have to run; but you will have to keep moving. 

The dance comes to us from Scotland, and originally was known as “Sir Ar- 
chibald Grant of Moniemusk Reel.” The name was unweildly and was soon short- 
ened. The name “Moniemusk” was that of an estate. The first 16 measures make 
up the original tune, written by Daniel or Donald Dow, a musician of note who died 
in Edinburgh in 1783. It was first published in “McGoun’s Repository of Scots and 
Irish airs, Strathspeys, Reels, etc.; Glasgow, 1803” ‘tis a fine dance and one of our 
favorites. 

One last note: Anything in brackets [ ] is my commentary.

I just returned from the annual Callerlab Convention. This year it was held in 
Colorado Springs with a breath taking view of Pikes Peak, snow capped and all in 
the background. Our meals were held in an upstairs conference room with a spec- 
tacular view of the mountains. 

The purpose of the annual convention is for callers from all over the world to 
gather and discuss how to better the activity. There were callers from Switzerland, 
England, Japan and Germany as well as Canada and our beloved United States. 
This year’s theme was “Tools for Success” and there were several breakout sessions 
centered on this theme. 

During the evening hours, special activities included a dance on Monday night 
with just first time attendees calling as well as Contra dancing. Tuesday evening 
a dance with the overseas callers calling was held and at the same time a special 
dance with all sorts of fun gimmicks was held. This was a very popular event, and 
it took away some of the crowd for the overseas dance. Later in the evening, an 
auction was held to raise money for the Callerlab Foundation. I believe the figure I 
heard was that $10,000 was raised! Jerry Story did a wonderful job as the auction- 
eer and it was a lot of fun. 

As with any organizational meeting, special recognition was given to our fellow 
callers from overseas, as well as certificates to those who have called for twenty five 
years and for fifty years. Frank Lane, a legend in our activity, and a local resident, 
received the prestigious “Gold Card” from Callerlab. Only a dozen or so recipients 
hold this special award. 

Overall, it was a nice convention, with most of the sessions being taped so those 
not in attendance could purchase them and hear what transpired. From a business 
stand point, there were no major announcements or changes within the activity, 
but the committees do meet and this gives them the opportunity for the face to face 
interaction.

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One of the Best Kept Secrets Around

It was a warm autumn evening in September when Dee, a 20-year-old woman, 
was driving from her apartment to her parent’s house a few towns away. Her par- 
ents had asked her to attend a square dance with them and seeing how she wasn’t 
married or even in a serious relationship, she thought it wouldn't be so bad going 
out for a change of pace. 

But as she drives, her mind can’t help wondering what she has gotten herself 
into. Square dancing? Do people still do that kind of thing? As far as she knows, 
country line dancing or salsa are the big things people do for fun. Isn’t square danc- 
ing that boring activity that schools require you do in gym class? She wasn’t sure, 
but she had the feeling that square dancing was for nerds. 

As she pulls into the driveway, her father, dressed in a western style shirt and 
jeans, comes out to meet her, “Hi Honey, your mom and I are so happy you decided 
to come with us. We know you'll have a great time. Let’s go see if she’s ready.” 

Her mother was standing by the front door, in a pink sweater and blue jeans 
with her hair pulled back in a ponytail. She smiles and says, “If everyone is ready, 
lets go Do Sa Do.” 

When they pull into the parking lot of the local community center, Dee can see 
that there are many people entering the building. 

How many people come to these dances, she wonders? 

As they enter the hall, many of the other dancers wave and call out friendly 
greetings to her parents. Looking around, she can see there is nothing fancy about 
this dance hall. It is just a big room the town uses for social events. There are no 
decorations, no special lighting and no big speakers set up for music. 

Wow, she thinks, this is going to be dull. 

At that moment Dee happens to notice an older man, anyone over 30 is older to 
her, setting up what looks like a record player on a small table at the front of the 
room. As she watches, he opens up a long thin box that he puts on a stand. She 
recognizes it as a speaker of some kind. The man is wearing a western jacket and a 
string tie around his neck. 

Her father walks her over to some chairs and explains, “That man is the caller. 
He is the person who will play the music and lead the dance.” 

“Great” Dee says in a soft and slightly sarcastic voice. 

Another couple comes over to chat with her parents. They seem to be talking 
and laughing about something to do with a dancer forgetting to wear petti-pants at 
the last dance. It sounds a little foreign to her, but she smiles along with them. 

Within minutes, music begins to come out of the speakers. It’s not like any mu- 
sic she is used to listening to. It sounds like a cross between country and bluegrass 
and has a lively beat. Different, she thinks, but not bad. As the music plays, people 
walk out onto the dance floor and form small circles. 

The caller announces, “It is time for everyone, young & old, to grab a partner 
and get on the floor.” 

Her Dad takes her hand and leads her to a group of 6 other dancers. He quickly 
explains that these 3 couples along with them will form a square. 
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After everyone is up, the caller says, “Welcome all Bow to your partner, bow to 
your corner.” 

He tells the dancers to join hands and circle left then right. He also explains how 
each couple in the square has a number and a name. Within a few more minutes he 
teaches everyone how to do a Do Sa Do and an Allemande Left. Soon they are all 
moving along with the beat of the music to the calls that he is giving. 

After thanking the other 7 dancers in her square, she walks back to her seat. 
She notices that she is smiling and has a good feeling inside of her. That was kind 
of fun, she thinks to herself, definitely better than she had anticipated. She can’t 
wait to do more. 

Several more dances or tips as they are known, are called during the night and 
she eagerly dances them all. She is very happy with herself and strangely enough, 
feels a sense of accomplishment. 

As they say goodnight to the friends they have met and head out to the car, 

Dee turns to her mother and father and says, “This is one of the best kept secrets 
around. Square dancing isn’t boring, dull or nerdy—Square Dancing is FUN!” 

I guess I would never have known if I hadn’t have given it a try. ’ve now been 
dancing for almost 25 years and will always remember the fun I had that night.

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COMMENT 
Jim MAYO 


I’ve been messing around in the collection of tapes at the Square Dance Foun- 
dation of NE again. I started out a couple of years ago to copy tapes from the 1960 
period onto CD’s so that they would be preserved and available if someone wanted 
to study what we were doing when our activity was growing. 

I managed to convert about twenty dances with that many different callers into 
digital format. In the process I found it fascinating to study what callers called 
when we had only about twenty calls to work with. It’s no surprise that few of to- 
day’s dancers could get through the dances we were calling then. 

One important reason for the trouble we would have is the style of turning. We 
were not then far removed from the traditional swing which was a vigorous, coun- 
ter-balanced turning action. Now most dancers don’t balance against each other as 
they turn. If there is any contact at all, they walk around each other with a limp 
hand/arm hold. 

Much of our dancing in the 1960’s was turns. We turned with partners and cor- 
ners, with the opposite and the right hand lady and we made four-person turns. We 
called those stars. We could make them go across the square, three-quarters around 
or, sometimes, only one quarter around. The closest thing we have today to that kind 
of dancing is the Do Paso. And when was the last time you heard one of those called. 

Recently I decided I would expand my tape copying to the mid-1960’s and even 
to 1970. I just finished digitizing a Max Forsyth tape from 1965. The changes that 
took place in that five year period were striking. 

In 1963 the call Swing Thru was created. We had been making Ocean Waves 
and then turning first by the right and then by the left but we didn’t give that ac- 
tion a name until 1963. When we started using the call we quickly discovered that 
there weren’t many things we could do in an Ocean Wave with the men in the mid- 
dle after a right and left hand turn. We solved that problem in just a few months by 
inventing the two calls Run and Trade. 

That call creation changed the whole shape of square dance choreography. With- 
in a few years we did much of our dancing in waves and we still do that today. The 
other change that started happening in the early 1960’s was the invention of new 
calls. We made up a couple of thousand each year. 

At Max’s 1965 dance he introduced five calls that probably were new to the 
dancers that night. The advantage of that kind of program was that the experi- 
enced dancers and the recent graduates were all learning a new call at the same 
time. It sort of leveled the playing field. Folks didn’t seem to mind that they never 
heard most of those calls again. It took only a minute or two to teach the calls to 
well trained dancers and dancing something new was exciting. 

Maybe standardizing the call list wasn’t as good a move as we hoped it would be.

1 tablespoon grated orange zest 
1/4 cup soy sauce 
1 teaspoon salt 
3 cloves garlic, chopped 
1 tablespoon brown sugar 
3 tablespoons vegetable oil 
4 skinless, boneless chicken breast halves - cut into 1 inch squares 
2 tablespoons all-purpose flour 
1 cup bean sprouts, optional 
1 (12 0z) pkg crispy chow mein noodles 


In a small bowl combine the orange juice, orange zest, soy sauce, salt, garlic and 
brown sugar. Mix well. 

Heat oil in a large skillet or wok over medium high heat. When oil begins to 
bubble, add chicken. Saute until cooked through (no longer pink inside), about 7 to 
10 minutes. 

Add orange sauce mixture to chicken and cook until sauce begins to bubble. 

Add flour, a little bit at a time, until sauce has thickened to your liking. Add bean 
sprouts and cook for 1 minute; serve hot over chow mein noodles.

Keep on dancing! 
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A New Beginning - Maybe 


On page 16, you will find an article by Al Rouff regarding a new club in 
Worcester, Massachusetts. We commend AI on all his efforts to promote square 
dancing and bring new dancers into it. 

When reading Als article, it really struck me that it is somewhat about square 
dancing making a full circle to its roots when there were only a handful of calls and 
callers had to plan all the moves when they called a dance. 

I’ve contended for years that we never needed all the “arranged” calls. Sure, 
they could have been used for “fun” but most of them should not have been made a 


permanent part of square dancing. Callers basically need 


to know the end results and string the “arranged” calls 


together. But for the dancers, they have to learn each 
part of the call. Without all these calls, new danc- 










ers could begin dancing much earlier. If all dances 
were called directionally, the dancing could be as 
easy or as complex as the dancers could handle. 

In attracting younger people, another thing that 
has to come into play is the quality of sound in 
the halls in which we dance. That will mean a big 
change in callers habits and equipment but if we 
are to compete with other forms of entertainment, 
we need to compete on all levels.

Jim Mayo 


I am very late in writing this column for which I apologize to Ed. But the late- 
ness allows me to include a couple of recent experiences that reinforce an idea and 
philosophy that I have had for some time. It will come as no surprise to those of you 
who read the column regularly that I am in favor of callers choosing their dance 
material to allow the maximum number of dancers to succeed. Recent observations 
at the NESRDC and at the EDSARDA Anniversary dance have reinforced my belief 
in the wisdom of that approach. 

Actually, it’s not wisdom that is at issue. I think, rather, that accurate observa- 
tion is at the root of what I observe as a problem. There are some callers that try 
to stretch the dancers’ ability. There are some that really want to play with chore- 
ography that’s interesting for them. Most, however, try to call so that most of the 
dancers are successful at dancing what they call. The problem comes because a 
large share of callers watch the squares closest to them most of the time - unless, of 
course, they watch none of them because they are reading their calls. 

The dancers having trouble are more likely to be at the back of the hall than 
at the front. Add to that, the fact that many callers are afraid their choreography 
won't be “challenging” enough for the “better” dancers and we have a recipe for 
trouble. My observation is that a large share of the dancers would really rather be 
dancing than not dancing even if that means the choreography is not very chal- 
lenging. 

At the events I mentioned I made it a point to call really basic, unchallenging 
dances. Many dancers told me how much they enjoyed my calling and a few even 
made a point of thanking me for calling so that their squares danced successfully. 
This is a change from the past. 

In the heyday of MWSD, the 1970’s and 1980's, most callers knew that the way 
to get hired back was to call tough choreography. If lots of squares broke down you 
were known as a challenging caller and were much more likely to be rehired than 
the caller who kept the floor dancing. I suspect there is still some of that attitude 
remaining with callers. I’m pleased to observe, however, that a lot of dancers would 
really rather dance than be in squares that are broken down. 

On a wholly different subject: 

I learned from the Committee planning the 50° NESRDC that there has been 
some communication trouble with the Host Hotel where the Convention will be 
held next year. They have told some people that the hotel was sold out. That is 
NOT true. There are rooms available. If you had trouble, try again. We hope to see 
you there.

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When To Move From Plus To Advanced 


Here are commonly asked questions about Advanced dancing, as discussed at a 
recent panel on Advanced at the annual CALLERLAB Convention. 


1. Question: How do I know when to move from Plus to Advanced dancing? 

Answer: When you are bored at Plus. But be sure you are bored with the PRO- 
GRAM, not with the CALLER. Be sure to dance to a lot of callers and if you are 
bored at most of the dances, then consider taking Advanced. 


2. Question: Should I move to Advanced because my friends are doing so? 
Answer: Some people do this, but if they are not enthusiastic about it they will 
tend to drift through lessons, only learning the bare minimum to survive. The re- 
sult is they will be the cause of squares breaking down. If you don’t want people 
to inwardly groan when you get in their square, only move to Advanced if you are 
enthusiastic about doing so. 


3. Question: I’m tired of always having to pull dancers through the calls. I’ve 
heard that Advanced dancers are better so I suspect I won’t have this problem if I 
go to Advanced. Is this true? 

Answer: NO. Simply being exposed to more calls does NOT make a person a 
better dancer. A good dancer knows how to dance to the music, use correct tim- 
ing in doing the calls, and how to move themselves around the square. I have seen 
many Mainstream and Plus dancers who are much better than some people who 
attend Advanced dances. Never move on because you think you will be leaving the 
bad dancers behind. They are up there waiting for you. 


4. Question: I danced to a guest caller at an Advanced club, and the floor broke 
down a lot because he used a lot of Mainstream and Plus DBD (Dance By Defini- 
tion). Why did he call all that DBD? 

Answer: Because that is what Advanced dancing is. Mainstream and Plus DBD 
should be covered thoroughly in Advanced class. Unfortunately, many callers do 
not do this - they only focus on the Advanced calls. The result is their dancers are 
top heavy - they know Advanced calls but have no solid foundation in the basics of 
dancing. You know what happens to a building when it has a weak foundation - it 
crumbles. 


If you are dancing Advanced and can not do Mainstream and Plus DBD, don’t 
blame the guest caller. Instead blame the person who taught you Advanced, and 
blame your regular Advanced club caller who does not call Mainstream and Plus 
DBD at every dance. Naturally, if a person would not enjoy learning Mainstream 
and Plus DBD, they should not move to Advanced. 
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ON CONTRA 
PAUL MOORE 
Under the Big Top 


A National Square Dance Convention is very like going to the circus. But, in- 
stead of only three rings, there are closer to 20. The entertainment ranges from 
Mainstream Squares through C-4, from Contra Dancing to Clogging to Rounds. 
There are clinics, panels and workshops on almost any topic you can think of. Don’t 
forget the Showcase of Ideas. Also, one of my favorites is the vendors. A highlight 
of the convention is the Fashion Show: It is great entertainment as well as a way 
to see current and past square dance clothing. And the best part, no matter what 
venue you are in, you are in the center ring. 

My first NSDC was in Houston in 1988. I had been dancing and calling exclu- 
sively in Southern California, and I had no idea of the larger world of dance that 
was out there. My eyes were opened, particularly in terms of Contra Dancing. I 
loved contra dancing but the Southern California callers all seemed to have the 
same vision of what Contra Dancing should be. From that point of view, it made it 
very comfortable going to my first National, because the Southern California style 
fit in very well with Square Dancing. 

I have no complaint at all with my first contra teachers. They were excellent 
callers and choreographers, and they made every evening of dancing a treat. But 
going to the National exposed me to a wider range of styles of contra. All of a sud- 
den I saw Blue Bonnet dances from Texas and Kentucky Running Sets. There were 
callers from New England who loved the classic New England dances. All of these 
dance styles had their own style of music as well as their own style of foot work and 
body position. We had instructors who knew English and Scottish Country Dance. 
It has taken years to get comfortable dancing a Strathspey but the effort to learn 
was worth it, and now it is one of my favorite rhythms. 

As with most venues for NSDC, Houston’s was held in a huge convention hall: 
High ceilings, concrete floors and no easy way to break the space up. The committee 
in Houston came up with a unique solution to space and sound. They bought huge 
sections of carpet and hung them from the ceiling. In this way they could create 
smaller spaces for dancing in and the carpet absorbed sound so the noise did not 
penetrate the other venues. It was also fun to wander through the Alice in Wonder- 
land maze, where you found a new treat around every corner. (The Committee was 
able to sell the carpet back to distributors at a discount, so the sound proofing was 
relatively inexpensive. ) 

However, dancing, which is the reason we attend conventions, has taken on a 
new meaning over the years. The first year it was important to dance in as many 
rooms as possible and to the famous callers we had only heard of. Not wanting to

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A new square dance club answers the question..... 


“What does DBD mean?” 
by Al Rouff 


We all know that DBD means dancing by definition, right? We hear the term 
used quite often in Modern Western Square Dancing (MWSD). Most often, we hear 
it used in association with the Plus program, but it applies equally to the Basic and 
Mainstream dance programs. In the Advanced and Challenge programs, the varia- 
tions of APD and DBD are embedded and inherent in the program. So, what exactly 
does “dancing by definition” mean? 

When dancers read somewhere that a dance or dance weekend is going to in- 
clude DBD Plus, they usually interpret that to mean “hard” Plus, often not under- 
standing exactly what the DBD designation means. The latest term we’ve been 
hearing is “Take No Prisoners Plus.” For the past couple of years, the New England 
Square and Round Dance Convention has had a “Take No Prisoners Plus” session 
scheduled in their program. These are pretty well attended, so it means there are 
dancers who seek out this form of Plus dancing. One problem though, there aren’t 
enough opportunities to practice and dance DBD Plus in the area. Out of this belief 
comes the idea to start a new square dance club —The Seven Hills Promenaders, 
with DBD Plus as the club program (more about that later). 

When a typical square dance club advertises their “club (level) program” as Plus, 
the choreography that is danced is mostly Standard Position Dancing (SPD). You 
will find variations, with some clubs striving to do more All Position Dancing (APD) 
at their workshops in order to spice things up. 

Now that I have used three different terms to describe three different “flavors” 
of square dance choreography, let me give you the generally accepted lay definitions 
of the terms SPD, APD and DBD. These apply pretty much equally to the CALLER- 
LAB Basic, Mainstream and Plus dance programs. 

SPD - Standard Position Dancing means the calls start from certain formations 

and arrangements that the dancers are “used to.” For example, Spin The 
Top is most often called with the men in the middle of Ocean Waves, Re- 
cycle is most often called with the men on the ends of Ocean Waves. 


APD - All Position Dancing means that the calls may start from other “non-stan- 
dard” formations and arrangements. For example, Recycle may be called 
with the ladies on the ends of Ocean Waves, Acey Deucey may be called 
from Lines of Four rather than Ocean Waves or 2-Faced Lines. 


DBD - Dancing By Defintion means that the call definitions can be broken down 
into parts and the dancers will be asked to do certain parts of a call. For 
example, instead of asking the Heads to Square Thru, the caller might 
say Heads Roll Away and Do The Center Part of Load The Boat. The 
dancers will end up in the same place, but they had to think about a Plus 
call definition in order to know what to do. Other examples are Scoot 
Back Le Partner Trade 1 12, Dosado 1 14, All 8 Circulate 4, etc.

In New England, the only club I am aware of where APD and DBD Plus is 
taught and danced on a regular basis is Tech Squares at MIT. In fact, they bring a 
new group of dancers from “Zero to Plus” in 13 or 14 weeks, including a good mea- 
sure of APD and DBD instruction along the way. There are a couple of other clubs 
that I have heard about, but I’m not certain of how much APD and DBD instruction 
they do. 

At open club dances, the choreography that callers can use must be “danceable” 
by a majority of the dancers on the floor. At Plus dances, this usually means that 
SPD Plus choreography is all that can be used without causing a lot of squares to 
break down. The reason is that most Plus clubs have only a few dancers who can 
handle APD choreography, and fewer, if any, who can handle true DBD choreo. 

The idea for this new club, centrally located and which will teach and workshop 
DBD Plus, came out of an observation that the MIT club dancers have a passion for 
their brand of MWSD. They truly see it as “thinking on your feet” dancing. They 
love the way it focuses their concentration and they erupt into celebration (covert or 
otherwise) when their “team” succeeds through a challenging sequence of calls. It’s 
exhilarating to watch and thrilling as a participant - truly team dancing. My wife 
and I love to dance with them. 

This new Worcester area club will be teaching APD and DBD Plus choreogra- 
phy on Monday nights. The target population of square dancers are those who are 
currently going to Plus dances, who feel very comfortable with SPD Plus, and who 
are venturing out, seeking opportunities to dance APD and DBD Plus. In addition, 
the club will recruit new dancers into the activity. The new dancers will need to be 
capable of learning to dance the Mainstream and Plus programs at a rapid pace, 
similar to the MIT club model. A typical Monday night workshop will devote half of 
the workshop time to the new recruits and half to the veterans who are there pri- 
marily to develop their APD and DBD Plus skills. The workshop will run 7:00 to 10 
PM. Probably the last hour will be solid DBD Plus. 

In New England, and anyplace else for that matter, the number of truly com- 
petent Plus level dancers involved in Modern Western Square Dancing is really 
unknown. We could ask each Plus club to report how many of their dancers have 
completed a Plus class, and/or who go out to Plus dances, but that won't really 
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indicate how many dancers can handle Plus level choreography competently. If 
you include the tiering of Standard Position Dancing (SPD), All Position Dancing 
(APD), and Dancing By Definition (DBD) in your analysis of the Plus level square 
dance community, it becomes even more difficult to get reliable information from 
the clubs. The anecdotal answer is that every club seems to have only a few danc- 
ers who can handle APD Plus, and fewer who can dance DBD Plus choreography. 
People simply have varying amounts of time to devote to the activity and some 
choose to devote more. 

So, The Seven Hills Promenaders is a new square dance group which is intended 
to fill a niche in New England square dancing. They will offer classes and work- 
shops designed to bring more dancers up to the DBD skill level. The Monday night 
workshops include drills designed to force dancers to think about the call defini- 
tions - applying them to the many choreographic variations that go beyond the 
standard applications of the definitions. Weekly workshops will start on May 14“. 

The callers who will call the first “Seven Hills” dance on June 23" are outstand- 
ing, each in their own right. Ted Lizotte is the club caller for Tech Squares, the 
very successful MIT square dance club. Ted will bring the MIT brand of DBD Plus 
to Worcester. Paul Cote will bring a powerful singing voice, exuding energy to the 
dance floor which the dancers thrive on. Ted and Paul are high school buddies who 
have not seen a lot of each other until recently, when Paul moved back from the 
Houston area. (Do you know which of them got into calling first?) By the way, Ted 
also has a great singing voice. This will be a great night of entertaining music and 
fantastic dancing. 

A feature of the Seven Hills’ Saturday night dances will be a concert quality 
sound system. If you can be there for the June 23"¢ dance, you'll hear just how 
much of a difference that can make in delivering the music from these two very 
talented singers. 

The obvious purpose of this article is to generate interest in the new club. We 
need to spread the word first. If there are enough dancers out there who seek 
more opportunities for DBD Plus dancing, this could reach critical mass quick- 
ly. Please consider coming on Monday, May 14, 7:00 PM, to see what this is all 
about. (This article was written on April 24. Check for the next workshop date.) 
The workshops and dances will be at The Ducharme Center, 10 Dupont Street, 
Worcester, MA. The early part of the workshops will be shared between the new 
recruits and the veterans. The veterans will have at least the last hour to them- 
selves for straight DBD dancing. By the way, the new recruits will be taught APD 
and DBD as they go through the teach. Something that will be clear to them is 
that this course will progress rapidly and the pace will not be adjusted for slower 
learners. There’s nothing wrong with saying that up front so that expectations 
are set accordingly. 

If the June 23" dance interests you, but you don’t feel quite strong enough as a 
DBD Plus dancer, attend the workshops that will take place before the dance. You 
will then be prepared for a great night of music and dancing! 

Al Rouff will be the workshop caller for the new club. The monthly Saturday 
night dances will be called by a variety of skilled and entertaining DBD callers.

chunks. Beat eggs until fluffy. Add oil, 
sugar and strawberries. Sift together 
flour, cinnamon, salt and baking soda 
into a large bowl. Add strawberry mix- 
ture and mix until well blended. Stir in 
nuts. Pour into 2 greased and floured 
loaf pans. Bake in a 350° oven for 1 
hour or until done. Cool on racks. 


Swedish Bread 


Put 1 cup lukewarm milk and 1 pkg. 
yeast in a mixing bowl and let stand for 
5 minutes. Add 1/2 cup flour, mix and 
let rise for 1/2 hour. Add 2 more cups of 
flour and let rise again 1 1/2 hours. Add 
1/4 cup melted butter, 1/3 cup sugar, 

1 egg well beaten, 1/4 tsp. salt and 1/2 
tsp. almond extract. Mix thoroughly. 
Add flour, enough to knead dough well. 
Let rise until about double in size. 
Press down and shape into braids. Put 
two braided loaves on a large cookie 
sheet and let rise about and hour. Beat 





an egg yolk with 1 tsp. water and brush 
onto loaves. Bake in a 350° oven for 25 
- 80 minutes or until golden brown. 


Dutch Baby Pancake 


2 eggs, lightly beaten 
1/2 Cup flour 
1/2 Cup milk 
Pinch grated nutmeg 
Dash salt 
1/4 Cup butter 
2 Tbsp. confectioners sugar 
1 Tbsp. lemon juice 

Combine eggs, flour, milk, nutmeg 
and salt. Beat until smooth and set 
aside. Meanwhile, have a 12” skillet 
heating in a 425° oven. When skillet is 
very hot, add the butter. When butter is 
melted, pour in batter. Bake for 15 - 20 
minutes until golden brown and puffy. 
Remove from oven and sprinkle with 
confectioners sugar and lemon juice.

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One Year On-Line 


This issue marks the start of our second year of publishing on-line. We be- 
lieve we can say that this first year was more successful than we had antici- 
pated. Although the square and round dance community continues to shrink, we 
found that the unduplicated downloads of the magazine have been more than 
double our expectations. We have almost achieved a three-fold increase in read- 
ership.

We continue to hear from people who ask “What’s the easiest way to navigate 
the magazine?” Well there are several ways. We provide “Bookmarks” to all the 
articles, the dance, workshop and advertiser listings. On the Lineup page, al- 
ways page 2, you can also get to the same places by clicking on the topic. Then 
on the advertiser listing, you can click on any ad and get to the page it is located. 

And don’t forget, you can get to the various web sites and start your e-mail 
software by clicking on web site or e-mail address. 


We hope you continue to enjoy the magazine and find it a resourceful tool.

Formation: Open, facing LOD 
Music: In the good old summer time. Grenn 14010 
POSITION: Open, facing LOD. 
FOOTWORK: Opposite throughout directions for Man. 
Routine: 
MEAS. 
1-4 WALK, 2,3,4; VINE, 2,3,4; WALK,2,3,4; VINE,2,3,4; 
5-8 WALK. 2,3,4; BACKAWAY 2,3,4: DO-SA-DO, 2,3,4; 5,6,7,8; 
Back away: Man moves toward center of hall and woman toward wall; in 


eight steps do-sa-do with the person to the left of your original partner 
(everyone moves to his own right); 


9-12 ALAMO FWD, CLOSE, BACK. CLOSE; STAR LEFT, 2,3,4; 
ALAMO FWD, CLOSE, BACK. CLOSE; STAR LEFT,2,3,4; 


Take butterfly position joining left hand with original partner and right 
hands with person with whom you did the do-sa-do, completing the circle 
as in Alamo Style, step forward on L, close R to L, step back on L, close 
R to L; with original partner turn a L hand star half way around in four 
steps and again complete the circle. Repeat measures 9 and 10, again 
turning L hand star with original partner. 

13-16 RIGHT AND LEFT GRAND. 2,8,4: 5,6,7,8; 
SWING THE GAL YOU MEET. 


ENDING: In open position walk forward four steps facing partner on fourth; back 
away three steps, bow and curtsy.

Formation: Square 
Music: Scope SC312B or use “Handy” on Scope 5C3 128 
Routine: 

There is no call for this dance. A set is squared up the same as for a Square 
dance. Everybody is active, also all movements are done in 8 counts. The dance 
starts out with the head couples going forward and back while the side couples are 
swinging. 

Explaining the head couples first. 

Forward 1234 Back up 1234 


Forward, split your corner and come back to your partner 12345678 
Then swing your partners 12345678 

Then separate and do-sa-do your corners 12345678 

And back up to the home position. 

You are now ready to start from the beginning. 


Now for the sides. 
While the heads are going forward and back 


The sides will swing 12345678 

Then separate and do-sa-do your corners 12345678 
Backing up to the home position 

Then forward 1234 And back 1234 

Forward again and split their corners and come back 
To home position 12345678 


Now they are back to swing as they did to start the dance 

The swing is done in 8 counts. 

This is the complete figure, everyone is active at all times and now comes the 
stealing part. 

The people who are not in the square can get in by stealing a position. A gent or 
a lady can steal in or they can steal in as a couple. Stealing can only be done when 
one of the dancing couples is returning to home position to swing. If a lady is steal- 
ing one of the dancing ladies’ partner, she will stop in front of the active lady and 
swing with her partner and this puts the other lady out who is then free to steal 
right back in, or steal any other ladies position. This also goes for the gent. If a cou- 
ple is stealing in, they stand in back of the couple that is going forward and back. 
As soon as this couple leaves their position to split their corners, the stealing couple 
steps into their position and starts to swing. When the active returns to position 
they find a couple in their place and they have been cut out. This thing is hilarious.

COMMENT 
Jim MAYO 


I received a note the other day from a person I know as a non-dancer. She 
sent me a couple of clippings about square dancing because it turns out she was 
a clogger. One of the items she sent was a COMMENT column from this maga- 
zine that appeared in July 1984. Since it was only a few weeks ago that I called 
in the Live Music Hall at the NESRDC I found my observations in that column 
to be interesting. I was a bit surprised that I was thinking that way even 23 
years ago. Here it is as I wrote it then. 

“The Convention seems always to provide me with thoughts that I want to 
express through this column. This year was no exception [so Pll] comment on my 
observation that the only hall that was really full most of the time (over 50 sets 
all the time) was the Live Music Hall. 

“There is probably more than one reason for this enthusiasm but my guess 
is that they all relate to the fact that the DANCING was better there and the 
CONVENTION FEELING was more evident in that hall because of the crowd. 
There is certainly something different about dancing to an orchestra that’s 
present in the flesh but there are other differences in the Live Music Hall, too. 
The number of calls used is limited both by the Program Chairman and by the 
fact that, as a caller, you just don’t make the material as complicated when 
you are working with the kind of musical phrasing and melody that an or- 
chestra provides. When the material is less complicated you don’t worry about 
whether you (or your corner) are going to correctly execute the calls and there 
is more time to smile. 

“Please don’t think that because I am enthusiastic about the simplicity 
of the dancing in the Live Music Hall that I am opposed to the notion of Ad- 
vanced dancing. I call and dance Advanced and I love it. I love it more, how- 
ever, when the calls fit the music so I can DANCE rather than scramble and 
when my corner is always there when I need her. What I am saying, really, is 
that the whole experience of square dancing (in any Program) is better when 
we can DANCE and the best place to find that experience at the Convention 
was in the Live Music hall. In part that is because everyone in the hall knew 
how to do the calls that were being called and because the orchestra encour- 
aged callers to fit with the music better than they normally do with records. 
The message I read in this conclusion is that square dancing would be more 
fun if we could somehow insure that callers called what the people on the floor 
could dance easily more of the time.”

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ADDING CLASS TO BANNER RAIDS 


Usually when a banner is taken or retrieved, a representative of the raiding club 
is called up to get the banner. Better is when all those who are raiding walk up as 
a group. But the best and most impressive is when the raiding group has choreo- 
graphed a brief dance as they go up to get the banner. Here’s how it is done. 

The raiding club brings a record, usually a march, and at the appropriate time 
gives it to the caller to play. Instead of just marching to the front of the hall, they 
will promenade in a pre-determined pattern. For example, they may promenade 
in a figure eight, weaving around the hall. Or, they may promenade through each 
other, single file, similar to a marching band routine. Or they may split into two 
groups and then come back together. After about 30 seconds they come down the 
center of the hall, then peel off to face the audience in one big line. After the banner 
is presented, they may bow as a group, then march off in a creative manner. 

All of this does not really require practice. All it takes are two couples who know 
the routine. They lead and everyone else just follows along. Most clubs that do this 
always do the same routine, so after people have been on a couple of banner raids, 
they know the routine as well as anyone. 

This type of choreographed march adds “class” to banner raids. People look 
forward to seeing the creativity that different clubs use in their patterns, and 
those doing the marching have a lot of fun. It’s a spark for the entire floor. Clubs 
in Northern New Jersey do this quite well, and a few other areas of the country do 
also. Unfortunately, most clubs have not thought of this. 

Consider being creative in having people march up to get the banner. Be the first 
in your area to do this, and others will be impressed and will be likely to do it also.

Dance the World Away 


The title for this column is a cliche taken from a pop song from a few years back. 
The connection to the column is the whole article this month is quotations about 
dance. Also, when we talk to friends about the benefits of dancing we often say 
something like, ...and while you're dancing the whole world goes away. You can’t 
worry about anything.” 

And this is also my small protest to the emphasis on precision in dancing: exact 
position and hand-holds, and who is your partner in an ocean wave. So here is the 
first and my favorite: 

“Life may not be the party we asked for, but while we’re here we should dance.” 

So, on to an unchoreographed series of statements on the joy and need for dance 
in human life. Well, there were those who did not approve of dance. 

“The way to heaven is too steep, too narrow for men to dance in and keep revel 

rout. No way is large or smooth enough for capering rousters, for Jumping, 

skipping, dancing dames but that broad, beaten, pleasant road that leads to 

HELL. The gate of heaven is too narrow for whole rounds, whole troops of 

dancers to march in together.” --Puritan William Prynne (1632) 

Friedrich Wilhelm Nietzsche, who said, “God is dead,” also said: “I should not 
believe in a God who does not dance.” And a much greater Puritan author than Wil- 
liam Prynne took exception to the philosophy that you cannot dance into heaven; 
John Milton, the author of Paradise Lost, said: 

“Come & trip it as you go 

On the light fantastic toe.” 

I don’t think that neither Milton nor Nietzsche would argue that dance has its 
place, or at least time and place. Here is a funny anecdote by Thomas Hardy, 19% 
century poet and novelist: 

“Twas a very dark afternoon, and by the end of the sermon all you could see 
of the inside of the church were the parson’s two candles alongside of him in the 
pulpit, and his spaking face behind ‘em. The sermon being ended at last, the par- 
son asked for the Evening Hymn. But there was no sounding up of the tune, and 
people began to turn their heads to learn the reason why, and then, a boy who sat 
in the gallery, nudged Timothy and Nicholas, and said, “Begin! Begin!” 

“Hey what?” says Nicholas, starting up, and the church being so dark and 
his head muddled, he thought he was at the party they had played at the night 
before, and away he went, bow and fiddle, at “The Devil among the Tailors,” 
the favourite jig of our neighbourhood. The rest of the band, being in the same 
state of mind, followed their leader with all their strength, according to cus- 
tom. They poured out the tune till the bass notes made the cobwebs in the roof 
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shiver like ghosts. Then Nicholas, seeing nobody moved, shouted out as he 
scraped, “Top couples cross hands! And when I make the fiddle squeak at the 
end, every man kiss his pardner under the mistletoe!” 

“Then the unfortunate church band came to their senses, and remembered 
where they were. Twas a sight to see Nicholas and Timothy Thomas creep 
down the gallery stairs with their fiddles under their arms, with the rest of 
the band, all looking as little ninepins, and out they went. The parson might 
have forgiven them when he learned the truth but the squire would not. That 
very week he sent for a barrel organ that would play twenty new psalm-tunes 
so exact that however sinfully inclinded you were, you could play nothing but 
psalm-tunes, and the old players played no more.” 

--from Absent Mindedness in a Parish Choir, by Thomas Hardy 

We all have seen the line ‘the light fantastic,’ now how about a familiar one from 
Mark Twain: “Work like you don’t need the money. Love like you've never been hurt. 
Dance like nobody is watching.” Bette Midler expressed that idea this way: “It’s the 
heart afraid of breaking that never learns to dance.”

Teriyaki Beef 


3 lbs. sirloin steak, cut Le" thick 
1 Cup soy sauce 
1/3 Cup dry sherry 
1 1/2 tsp. powdered ginger 
1/4 Cup brown sugar 
2 Tbsp. grated onion 
1 minced garlic clove 
16 canned pineapple chunks 
16 mushroom caps, sauteed 
1 Tbsp. cornstarch 
2 Tbsp. pineapple juice 

Cut the steak into 1” cubes. Mix to- 
gether the soy sauce, sherry, brown sug- 
ar, onion and garlic. Marinate the steak 
in this mixture for 3 hours or overnight. 
Drain; reserving the marinade. Thread 
the steak, pineapple and mushrooms on 
6 skewers, starting and ending with the 
steak. Broil 4 minutes, turning to brown 
all sides. Mix together cornstarch, pine- 
apple juice and marinade.

Do Not Scare the New People Away 


Well, another dance season is here. We hope you had a great summer so far and will 
enjoy what time is left for outdoor activities. 

Traditionally clubs work hard to get new people to try square dancing and this year 
is no different. So, after all your hard work in getting potential new dancers to try square 
dancing at your fun night, please remember, “Do not scare the new people away.” 

So often you can unintentionally make the new dancers afraid to return after the fun 
night. Keep fun night light. One thing that some tend to do is try to impress them with 
how well they dance. Somewhere during the fun night, the caller gets the “experienced” 






dancers up and calls a mainstream tip or, worse, a plus tip. When seen through the eyes of 


someone new, it’s enough the scare the heck out of them. The first impression they get is 
“TIl never be able to do that” even though some day they will. 

If you do one, keep the pros tip light. Don’t try to show everyone how well you can 
dance. Use the very few basic calls you will attempt to have these people use that night. 
Maybe you can add a few simple calls they will not get that evening but keep them simple. 
Even a right and left grand looks hard to newcomers. Imagine doing Grand Square or 
Load the Boat or some other such call. You might think it looks nice but they'll scratch 
their heads. Sure they'll say, “Oh, that was so nice” while under their breath, especially 
the men, they'll say... no way. That’s not for me! 

Remember, you're having the fun night to get people interested in square dancing so 
make it fun for them, not you. And when they first start coming to instructions, do not tell 
them how long it will take to become a “good” dancer. Let them get to enjoy coming each 
week. Then the amount of time to learn will not matter at all.

This past June I had the pleasure of attending the National Square Dance Convention in 
Charlotte, North Carolina. It was a good convention with the facilities being just the right size. 

I stayed at the Hilton across the street from the convention center so it was conve- 
nient to walk to. Charlotte had many fine restaurants within walking distance, so food 
was not a problem. 

Dancing-wise, the halls were clearly marked and even during the day (unlike San 
Antonio) there was a decent amount of squares dancing at all times. Of course, attendance 
goes down around lunch and supper time. The large plus hall had the famous band, The 
Ghost Riders performing nightly for about 3 hours. At night, all of the halls were packed, 
mainly because many dancers take the day off to sight see and rest. 

From a caller’s perspective, I found the calling spots to be well thought out time-wise. 
As with any convention, there were last minute cancellations and no shows. The caller’s 
room did a nice job of tracking the spots and filling them. I was fortunate to pick up three 
extra A-2 spots. They had a very nice callers Hospitality room with snacks, water, coffee 
stocked at all times. It was a nice room to go and talk with other callers and relax between 
dancing and calling. 

I liked the fact that the A-1 and A-2 halls were of adequate size. Unlike San Antonio, 
which started out with the A-2 hall the size of a postage stamp, only to move it to a hall 
the size of 2 football fields, this year’s A-2 hall was big enough to handle the crowd. The 
C-1 Hall was a good size too. C-1 had about 6 squares at its peak, probably one to two for 
C-2 and I don’t believe there was enough for a C-3 tip. Perhaps it’s time to stop trying to 
schedule C-3 at a national? 

The exhibitors had plenty of space, and the seminars went very smoothly. I presented 
at one Callerlab Seminar this year, it was pretty well attended. Although I didn’t go to 
these halls, I heard that the Contra and Handicapable halls were very well attended. I 
understand the Youth hall was a lot of fun as well. From what I can see, the Round Dance 
halls were well attended as well with plenty of teaches taking part during the day. 

There was one issue that did cause some discussion among the dancers and callers. 
That was with the appropriate dress code on the dance floors. In all of the halls, announce- 
ments were made on the microphone by committee members indicating that if a dancer 
was not wearing proper square dance attire, they would be asked to leave the floor. I 
personally witnessed this announcement and in my opinion, it could have been done more 
tastefully. I heard of at least 5 women and some men who were asked to leave the floor. 
The women were wearing slacks and the men shorts. I also sat and watched an A-2 tip by 
a caller who was in a polo shirt and shorts. This was in the middle of the afternoon. He 
was not asked to leave the hall, I believe the “clothes police” were busy at the time and he 
lucked out! 

Other than the clothes issue, it was a fun convention. Attendance topped 8,000, which 
was more than the previous year. If you have never attended a National Convention be- 
fore, consider making plans to attend next year’s in Wichita, Kansas.

In the June issue of this magazine an article discussed terms that have been used to 
identify dances. APD and DBD are still in use to some degree. However, since these terms 
were created and have since been abandoned by CALLERLAB, I thought it might be im- 
portant that dancers know this. 

The term, All Position Dancing (APD) came into existence in the late 1970’s soon after 
standard programs of dancing were established by CALLERLAB and accepted world-wide. 
It was soon obvious that just listing the calls that would be used did not fully identify 
whether a particular dance would be “hard” or “easy.” 

Almost as soon as the APD label had been created it was clear that most dancers didn’t 
want to do that kind of dancing. Letters to CALLERLAB and to national and local maga- 
zines - as well as direct comments to callers - made dancers’ feelings quite evident. 

The CALLERLAB committee with Jack Lasry as chairman that was responsible for the 
dance programs got the message. However, many callers still thought that dancers should 
be taught how to do calls from many different setups. They tried to compromise by invent- 
ing the term Dance By Definition or DBD. In the minds of the committee it still meant 
that dancers should be able to do calls from several starting formations and arrangements 
of men and women. 

Dancers weren't fooled and still didn’t like it. In the meantime, CALLERLAB learned 
more about what the dancers could do comfortably and with success. They called that 
Standard Applications and thus made it possible to identify all other ways of using the 
calls as Extended Applications. 

In 1996 the CALLERLAB membership voted to end the use of the terms APD and 
DBD. Old ideas die hard and well probably never be completely free of these not-officially- 
defined terms but I want those who may be interested to know that CALLERLAB has 
made no official use of them since 1996. The document they approved said: 

“Future CALLERLAB documents will use the term Standard to identify choreography 
using those applications which are most familiar to the dancers. The term “extended” will 
be used by CALLERLAB to identify choreography which is less familiar to dancers, Le 
those applications not listed in the Standard Applications books. 

“Identification and publication of the Standard Applications effectively replaces the 
concepts of All Position Dancing” (APD) and Dance By Definition (DBD). These terms were 
never clearly understood and CALLERLAB suggests that they are no longer needed to 
identify what may now be described as extended choreographic dance applications.”

Soldier’s Joy 

The tune “Soldier’s Joy” is in almost every fiddler’s play list. It is popular from Scan- 
dinavia to California, and every place in between. I would guess that every contra or 
square dance caller has one or more recorded version somewhere, and has certainly 
called to the tune. 

Music historians have found that the tune goes back to at least 1760 in England. But 
there are hints that it was in Ireland, Scotland, the French Alps, and Newfoundland. Fid- 
dler Melvin Wine used family lore to attribute it to his great-grandfather of the Civil War 
era. Wine’s grandfather was captured by Confederate soldiers and was placed in a prison 
camp near Richmond. The captors discovered that he was a fiddler and demanded that he 
play for a dance. Smithy always recalled this incident, calling it Soldier’s Joy. 

We know that the tune is much older than that. It was used in Northwest England 
Morris dances, and Scots national poet, Robert Burns set some verse to the tune in 1781. 

Air: Tune-”Soldier’s Joy.” 


I am a son of Mars who have been in many wars, 

And show my cuts and scars wherever I come; 

This here was for a wench, and that other in a trench, 
When welcoming the French at the sound of the drum. 
Lal de daudle, &c. 


My ‘prenticeship I past where my leader breath’d his last, 
When the bloody die was cast on the heights of Abram: 

and I served out my trade when the gallant game was play’d, 
And the Morro low was laid at the sound of the drum. 


I lastly was with Curtis among the floating batt’ries, 
And there I left for witness an arm and a limb; 

Yet let my country need me, with Elliot to head me, 
Pd clatter on my stumps at the sound of a drum. 


And now tho’ I must beg, with a wooden arm and leg, 
And many a tatter’d rag hanging over my bum, 

I’m as happy with my wallet, my bottle, and my callet, 
As when I used in scarlet to follow a drum. 


What tho’ with hoary locks, I must stand the winter shocks, 
Beneath the woods and rocks oftentimes for a home, 

When the t’other bag I sell, and the t’other bottle tell, 

I could meet a troop of hell, at the sound of a drum. 


In 1874 Thomas Hardy, the great English novelist and poet, who was also a notable 
accordionist and fiddler, wrote in Far From the Madding Crowd: “Then, said the fiddler, 
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TIl venture to name that the right and proper thing is ‘The Soldier’s Joy’ - there being a 
gallant soldier married into the farm - hey, my sonnies, and gentlemen all?’ So the dance 
begins. As to the merits of “The Soldier’s Joy’, there cannot be, and never were, two op- 
tions. It has been observed in the musical circles of Weatherbury and its vacinity that this 
melody, at the end of three-quarters of an hour of thunderous footing, still possesses more 
stimulative properties for the heel and toe than the majority of other dances at their first 
opening.” 

One of the dances of the Victorian period was a Sicilian Circle formation, couple fac- 
ing couple. The dance uses at least one figure that is no longer used in modern contra or 
square dance — keep an eye out for it as you read the description. (The numbers in paren- 
thesis are the number of measures allowed for each movement.) 


Both couples advance and retire, inside hands joined (4) 
Re-advance and swing the opposite person in ballroom hold, 
men finishing back to back (4) 
Men turn to left and reverse swing (anti-clockwise) partner (4) 
Swing partners forward (clockwise) (4) 
Ladies chain across and back (8) 
Advance and retire (4) 
Pass through passing opposite by right shoulder to meet next couple (4)

This is one of the few times that you will see a reverse swing. The choreographer took 
advantage of the body flow of the men to go into the reverse swing, and it keeps the dance 
from having overflow. Notice that the comfort level for the dancers is re-established imme- 
diately by shifting to a forward swing without letting go of partner. 

Because the tune is so lively, from time to time lyrics have been added, often times 
somewhat silly ones. For example: 


Chicken in the bread tray scratchin’ out dough, 
Granny will your dog bite? No, child, no. 
Ladies to the center and gents to the bar, 


Hold on you dont go too far. 
“kK 


Grasshopper sittin on a sweet potato vine, (x3) 
Along come a chicken and says she’s mine. 


I’m a-gonna get a drink, don’t you wanna go? (x3) 
Hold on Soldier’s Joy. 


Love somebody, yes I do, (x8) 


Love somebody but I won't say who. 
KKK 


I am my mama’s darling child (x3) 


And I don’t care for you. 
“kK ok

Dance all night, fiddle all day, 
That’s a Soldier’s Joy. 
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In 1958 The New Lost City Ramblers recorded the song mostly as an instrumental. 
Then in part A they put in these lyrics (part B stayed instrumental) 


Rock the cradle, Lucy, Rock the cradle by 
Rock the cradle, Lucy, don't let the baby die. 


Rock the cradle, Lucy, rock the cradle long 
Rock the cradle, Lucy, keep the baby warm. 


One of the best sets of lyrics was written by Jimmy Driftwood in 1997. Driftwood 
put the tune back into its historical context by writing about the Revolutionary War. 


Continental soldiers on a bivouac 

Were playin’ stud poker in a mountain shack 

But every vigilante laid down his hand 

When the captain of the guard gave a sharp command 


[Refrain] 

So Jimmy get your fiddle out and rosin up your bow 
Johnny tune your banjer up we're gonna have a show 
Billy pass the jug around to Coffer and McCoy 

We’re gonna have a tune called Soldier’s Joy 


The girls in Boston are dancin’ tonight 

And the goldurn redcoats are a-holdin’ ‘em tight 
When we get there we will show them how 

But that ain't a-doin’ us no good now 


There goes General Washington 

He’s got his horse in a sweeping run

Everybody loves to hear the Soldier’s Joy 
Copyright Jimmy Driftwood Oct 97 
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Driftwood’s version keeps some of the humor and lightness of the original, but uses 
the whole musical phrase to tell a story of American victory over the English. However, 
in 1929 a band called the Skillet Lickers played Soldier’s Joy live on the radio. One verse 
went like this: 


Well twenty-five cents for the morphine, 
and fifteen cents for the beer. 
Twenty-five cents for the old morphine 
now carry me away from here. 


These lyrics cast some darkness over what Soldier’s Joy is. Perhaps it was the mixture 
of drugs and alcohol that allowed a wounded soldier to lose consciousness of the present 
and gave him a break from the pain. 

Absolutely the clearest and darkest vision of Soldier’s Joy comes from a recording by 
Guy Clark which uses the lyrics of Shawn Camp. 


First I thought a snake had got me it happened dreadful quick 
‘Twas a bullet bit my leg, right off I got sick. 

I came to in a wagonload of ten more wounded men, 

Five was dead by the time we reached that bloody tent. 


Gimme some of the Soldier’s Joy, you know what I mean 
I don't want to hurt no more, my leg is turning green. 


The doctor came and looked at me and this ts what he said, 

Your dancin’ days are done, son, it’s a wonder you ain't dead. 

Then he went to work with a carvin knife, sweat fell from his brow. 
‘Bout killed me tryin’ to save my life when he cut that lead ball out. 


Gimme some of the Soldier’s Joy, ain't you got no more 
Hand me down my walkin’ cane, I ain't cut out for war 


Red blood ran right through my veins, run all over the floor 

Run right down his apron strings like a river out the door. 

He handed me a bottle said, son drink deep as you can. 

He turned away then turned right back with a hacksaw in his hand. 


Gimme some of that Soldier’s Joy, you know what I like 
Bear down on the fiddle boys just like Saturday night 
Gimme some of the Soldier’s Joy, you know what I crave 
Ill be hittin’ that Soldier’s Joy til Pm in my grave.

As an example he 
called Head Ladies Center for a Teacup Chain from normal squares, then All Four 
Ladies Center, and finally Head Ladies from facing lines. Yes, there were some flubs 
during the second two setups at first, but once the definitions had set in things went 
smoothly. My feeling is there needs to be more of this to get dancers to think about 
what they are doing and why. What do you think? 

Our fall workshop season begins Wednesday, September 12 following a slightly 
different format. We are going to begin the evening with a half-hour of plus then go 
into an hour of basic followed by an hour of mainstream. 

The summer dance program went reasonably well in spite of some competition from 
a nearby A-1 club. Unfortunately, the conflict arose when we had to change dance 
nights because of hall availability.

Mitch, the “private eye,” is a newspaper 
reporter with a mission. He cannot turn down a good killing and he manages to get into 
situations.

Glenn have been writing commercially for 47 years, starting as a reporter for a medium- 
size daily newspaper in 1960. He worked in the newspaper business, first in Minnesota 
and then in Massachusetts, for 40 years as a reporter, photographer, feature writer, colum- 
nist, editorial writer, editorial page editor and editor in chief, retiring in 1999. Since then 
he has been freelancing op-ed columns to the Metro West Daily News in Framingham, MA, 
and the Milford (MA) Daily News, and writing a series of mystery novels featuring reporter 
Warren “Mitch” Mitchell and photographer Alan Jeffrey. “A Deadly Calling” is the fifth 
book in the series.

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TURKEY SHOOT 


A fun thing to do with your club next November is to have a Turkey shoot. Here’s how 
it works. 

The club buys a turkey. At the Turkey Shoot Dance a cork bulletin board is hung on 
the wall, with a picture of a turkey on it. A bulls eye is placed in the center of the turkey. 

Darts are provided. People throw darts at the turkey, and if someone hits the bulls eye, 
they get the turkey. If more than one person hits the bulls eye, they have a shoot off, with 
the throw closest to the bulls eye declared the winner. 

I have seen several clubs do this and it is great fun for all. It really is a wonderful 
theme idea for a November dance. 

Here are a few details. Mark a line on the floor about 12-15 feet from the turkey - the 
thrower stands at this line. Everyone gets some practice throws before the throws that 
actually count. Each person gets 3 throws that count. 

Some clubs use this as a money raiser and charge $1.00 for 3 throws. Other clubs do 
not charge. 

If no one hits the bulls eye, the person closest to it wins. Some clubs feel this is too sub- 
jective a decision to make, so if no one hits the bulls eye they give everyone a raffle ticket 
and draw a winner. 

A Turkey Shoot is something different. Try it.

Here is a square dance that has saved many an evening for me when I have failed to 
do the Virginia Reel and time is insufficient to call the full routine. This is a square dance 
that incorporates the Virginia Reel routine and has soothed those that had looked forward 
to the entire Virginia Reel dance. It is called the - - - 


BUNKHOUSE REEL 
Variation by Ken Kernan of Phoenix, Arizona 


Formation: Square 
Music: Any 32 bar reel 
Routine: 


First couple bow and first couple swing 
Twice around now hear me sing 

Stand back to back, then separate 

Go round the outside of that ring 

Split this couple, line up four 

Forward four and there stand pat 
Sides right and left thru along the line 
Turn your girl, you're doing fine 

Right and left back, same track 

Now four fall back, don’t get sore 

Bend that line, two tines of four 

Four go forward....... 

Fours fall back and do the reel 

First old couple with the right around 
Once around, back to the sides 

Left hand turn, now back you go 

Right hand round in the center again 
Once and a half with the right hand around 
Out to the sides with the left around 
Back to the center with a right hand now 
Once and a half, go to the sides 
Everybody, left allemande........

Ice Cream Strudel 

Dough: 

1 C butter 

1 C vanilla ice cream 

2 C flour 
Filling: 

3 Tbsp. sugar 

1 tsp. cinnamon 

2/3 C preserves (apricot, strawberry, 

raspberry - your choice) 

1 C corn flakes, crushed 
1 C raisins 
1 C chopped walnuts 








= 


To make the dough: Cut the butter into 
small pieces and mix with the ice cream. A 
food processor is best for this job. Add the 
flour and blend until smooth. Form into a 
ball, wrap in plastic wrap and refrigerate 
overnight. 

To make the filling: Mix together the 
sugar and cinnamon and set aside. Divide 
the chilled dough into thirds. On a lightly 
floured board, roll dough out to 1/8 inch 
thickness, in a rectangular shape, ap- 
proximately 8” X 12”. Using 1/3 of all the 
filling ingredients, spread each rectangle 
with preserves, sprinkle with cinnamon 
mixture, then with cornflake crumbs, rai- 
sins and nuts. Starting with the long edge, 
loosely roll up like a jellyroll. Place on an 
ungreased cookie sheet, seam side down. 
Bake at 350° for 25-30 minutes. Cool on a 
rack and sprinkle with confectioners sugar. 
Slice diagonally into 1 inch sections. Serve 
slightly warm or completely cooled. 


Don Armstrong was a prolific creator of Sicilian Circle dances. Following is an example 
of a “quick-teach” routine. He named this one - - - 


CONTRAROTATION 


Formation: Couple facing couple, one couple with their back towards the center of the hall. 
Music: Any 32 bar reel, jig, or singing call tune. 


Routine: 
Do-sa-do corner, bow, swing corner. 
Put her on the right and circle four 
Same four left hand star 
The way you face, promenade in twos 
Wheel as a couple, come back to place 


Same ladies chain, chain back.

2 steps, hitches traveling doors, rock the boat. Cute ending circle away and together

During the past week (as I write this in August) I have been working on a project for the 
Square Dance Foundation of NE that I think is very exciting. Since most of you reading this 
column have access to the Internet you will be able to experience the results. We have made 
available a set of digital copies of tape recordings made in the late 1950’s and early 1960's. 
You can go to the www.SDFNE.ORG website, click on “Library” and listen to tips called by 
18 different callers. These clips were taken from tapes in the SDF NE collection. 

As I have mentioned before in this column, I have been converting tapes to digital format 
so that they will not be lost forever when reel-to-reel tape players are no longer available. 
At a meeting of our Tri State Callers Association in July, we were talking about those tapes 
and how nice it would be if more people could hear them. The Foundation has a website that 
was set up and maintained on a volunteer basis by Patty Greene (even though she now lives 
in North Carolina.) We don’t have the capability on that site to maintain a collection of audio 
clips. Clark Baker spoke up and said “I can do that and the SDF NE could provide a link.” 
Johnny Wedge, who is the computer guru for the Foundation was quick to say that he could 
set up the link and it was done in a couple of days. 

The clips are each a full tip, both a patter and a singing call, from each caller. The dances, 
with one exception, were held in N. E. and the set includes five N. E. callers in addition to 
some of the best known of the early traveling callers. I wrote a short description/introduc- 
tion for each of the tips. Clark realized that many people would not know all the terms that 
we used in those days and got me to add a “glossary” to help. For some of the callers, a click 
on the name takes the reader to an interview with that caller. The interviews are from a set 
of nearly 200 that Bob Brundage has been conducting for nearly a decade. More than 40 of 
those are also available to be read on the website. 

We often talk about how complicated modern square dancing has become. We have added 
many calls to the vocabulary we were using 50 years ago. Weve made the dancing much 
more technical and precise. In light of that it is interesting to hear in these clips what we 
did then with only about 20 calls that we could be confident everyone knew. One difference 
is that we used each of those 20 calls in many ways. That’s something we can’t, or won't, do 
today. The sound of those callers is different. Even those of us who are still calling sounded 
more musical and rhythmic then. 

The SDFNE is a wonderful resource. The small band of dedicated workers who have 
organized and maintained it deserve our thanks. They have created a wonderful resource. 
The history of square dancing is available there at the Library/Museum in Manchester and 
now, with a little help from modern technology, is even more accessible to those who have 
an interest — and an Internet connection.

Levi Jackson Rag 


One of the favorite dances of folk dancers from around the world and in all styles is 
“Levi Jackson Rag.” The dance and the music were written by British musician, caller, and 
folk dance teacher Pat Shaw. He was commissioned by John Ramsay of the Levi Jackson 
Dance Weekend, held at Levi Jackson State Park in Kentucky during the last weekend of 
September, when they still tell the story and dance the dance. 

The original dance hall had a sagging ceiling, and the choice was to either abandon 
the building or shore up the ceiling with posts throughout the hall. The posts were added 
— the ceiling did not collapse, but the posts added unforgiving obstacles to dancers. In 
1974 Pat Shaw wrote Levi Jackson Rag (dance and music) to fit the hall, posts and all. 
When you go through the dance description, notice that no dancer ever goes through the 
exact center of the formation. Dancers formed their sets around the posts, giving the 
dance a touch more of excitement, and making the dance even more unique. Unfortu- 
nately, the hall burnt down, and when it was rebuilt in 1997 they left the posts out. It is 
better for most activities, but Levi Jackson Rag will never be quite the same as it was in 
the Old Levi Jackson Hall. 

I have seen Levi Jackson Rag included in the dance syllabi of folk dance camps from 
New England contra and square dances, to international folk dance groups in England, 
Germany, Czech Republic, Romania, etc. And wherever I announce that we are going to 
dance Levi Jackson Rag, the dancers rush to the floor. 

Levi Jackson Rag should be danced to the title tune which is available from the Lloyd 
Shaw Foundation as a 33rpm single (with a great version of Beaumont Rag on the flip 
side) featuring the McLain Family Band. Or you can get the McLain Family band album 
(12" 33rpm) from Country Life records, either through the Mel ams (606-986-8111) or 
Berea College Recreation Extension (606-986-9341). There is another really exciting 
version on Heatin’ Up the Hall by Yankee Ingenuity (available from Varrick/Rounder 
Records, One Camp Street, Cambridge, MA 02140).

49-56 PROMENADE ONE PLACE AND BALANCE In 4 steps, all couples move CCW 
one pos around the U and then balance 4 counts, ending in closed pos ready to 
swing. 

57-64 ALL SWING AU swing this new partner for 8 counts, ending with ladies on the 
gentleman’s R hand side, all facing in and all in new positions in the U, with a dif- 
ferent number one couple.

I modify this by having the dancers end facing partner after the Do-sa-do with the 
ladies slightly in the center of the set. That ending position makes it easier and 
faster for the ladies to begin the chain. 


** When ladies chain is called to a squared set in a square dance, the ladies all make a 
temporary right hand star, leave their partners, pass one man to the left, then give 
their left hand to the next man for a courtesy turn. The difficulty here is that the 
chain is not straight across as square dancers are used to.

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A New Approach for Fun Night? - Al Rouff 

The nascent Seven Hills Promenaders are opening up a Saturday night dance to col- 
lege students. Instead of round dancing, half of the tips will be formatted as “Introduction 
to Modern Western Square Dancing.” The usual brand of high energy APD and DBD Plus 
tips will be the main fare for the regular attendees, along with an hour of A-1 dancing 
before the Plus dance starts. Between Plus tips, the college students will take the floor, 
squaring up with the experienced Plus dancers to see what this is like. 

There are a number of colleges in the Worcester area. Students from the various cam- 
puses are invited to come and sample this form of square dancing on October 27. Worces- 
ter Polytechnic Institute has a campus group known as Social Dance Club (SDC) where 
they learn a different dance form each semester. A visitor from the SDC steering com- 
mittee attended the August 25 Seven Hills dance to more or less “survey” the potential of 
MWSD for his club. He loved it. 

The young man stayed for over an hour and was totally in awe of the dancing. He took 
pages of notes for his report to the SDC steering committee. He literally said “They are 
going to love this.” He saw it as complicated, but felt the challenge is one aspect that will 
make it appealing to his group. This semester he said they’ve been learning a dance form 
that could almost be described as Latin square dancing. He said “the segue will be great.” 

What did he see (and hear) while he was there? He saw skilled dancers moving to high 
energy music and obviously having a lot of fun. He saw a diverse range of ages. He saw 
men dancing the ladies part (which he said they often have to do at SDC). He saw mostly 
casual dress. He observed the work of possibly the area’s most innovative DBD caller. Fi- 
nally, he enjoyed the singing talent of that same caller and the alternative music that he’s 
known for. By the way, our visitor said he happens to like “fiddles and banjos” and would 
enjoy some of that music too! 

One of the possible differences that may result from this approach, as opposed to a Fun 
Night taking place in lieu of a club workshop, is that the diversity of clubs represented on 
a Saturday night may somehow provide a more interesting social interaction for the col- 
lege students. The number of experienced dancers in attendance will be greater than a 
typical club night and there will be a diversity of club cultures represented. 

The campus promotion of this special dance will focus on Worcester area colleges and 
universities, but any college student is welcome to attend and dance. Any non-square 
dancer who wants to get on the floor to dance must be a college student. 

On October 27, the college students will observe skilled Plus dancers enjoying their 
brand of high energy APD and DBD Plus with caller Ted Lizotte. To be sure, the recruit- 
ing effort is targeting a particular segment of the community and a particular demo- 
graphic. The goal is to attract new dancers who can be expected to learn at a uniformly 
fast pace and who would become a somewhat homogeneous peer group to continue dancing 
after they learn how. If the desired effect is achieved, a WPI campus workshop for Modern 
Western Square Dancing will soon follow.

FROM THE 
ED & PAT JUAIRE 
What’s in the Future? 


On page 4 you will find Jim Mayo’s Comment column which discusses investigating 
the operation of future New England Square and Round Dance conventions. To this, all 
we can add is, “It’s about time.” For years, due to the declining square and round dance 
population, the convention attendance has become much smaller but most of the functions 
required to run the convention remain in place. As one of the couples who helped write the 
current procedures manual, we say “Burn it.” 

The convention has had too much overhead in terms of the number of people needed to 
run it and programming it as it used to be when there were big numbers of attendees. Part 
of that overhead cost is what is not attracting dancers. The current registration fee is $74 
per couple or $37 per person unless you go for one day, which is $20. Except for the one 
day fee, this is much more than most dancers, many of whom are on fixed incomes, want to 
pay. And don’t forget, if you want to take in the entire convention and are not within driv- 
ing distance, the motels are not cheap either. 

Many years ago when we were representatives from EDSARDA, we tried to get discus- 
sions opened about the convention’s future but nothing came of it. Several of us at CO-OP 
back then saw the handwriting on the wall. 

For the most part the convention is still promoted as it has always been with one 
exception. What do you read about it in these pages? Nothing. This publication always 
promoted the conventions but you see nothing now. With over 1,100 monthly downloads, 
dancers are reading this publication. It’s unfortunate the convention does not take advan- 
tage of this fact. 

Is the end in sight for the convention? Well, we hope not. We have always and will con- 
tinue to encourage dancers to go to the convention. It’s a lot of fun. Don’t miss number 50.

At the CO-OP Committee meeting in September there was a discussion about the 
future of the N. E. Square and Round Dance Convention. There is a committee actively 
planning for the 50° and 51* Conventions that will be held in Sturbridge MA in 2008 and 
2009. After that no group, person or area has come forward asking to be awarded the con- 
vention. In the past the procedure for planning a NESRDC has been a four-year process 
involving many people working on the several committees that have shared the job of put- 
ting on a convention. The CO-OP Committee discussed whether all that work is needed to 
run NESRDC of the size they have become over the last few years. 

The Guidelines that were developed for running the convention were created during a 
time when convention attendance was several thousand dancers. It is clear that those days 
are no longer with us and we talked about whether the convention might take a different 
form that could be put on by fewer people. The consensus was that the formal organization 
and number of people that have been involved may no longer be necessary. 

The CO-OP Committee members were in nearly complete agreement that the conven- 
tion could be run by a much smaller group than has been involved in the past. They were 
also eager to consider alternative formats and ways of organizing the convention. Some 
of the ideas that were considered included a one-day convention, conventions with fewer 
dance programs offered and conventions that did not include a Trail-In dance or even day- 
time dancing on Friday. The Committee agreed that we would like the NESRDC to contin- 
ue after 2009. We are willing to consider any changes that might make a potential group, 
person or area willing to undertake the job of putting on the Convention. 

If you are such a person or group the CO-OP Committee would like to hear from you. 
For more information or to discuss the options please contact the CO-OP Chairman, John- 
ny Wedge. His phone number is 978-441-4126 or use email at jowedge@comcast.net. 

While you’re thinking about conventions don’t forget that we have the 50% NESRDC 
coming up in April next year. For this one and the next the familiar format of years past 
will still be in place with a Trail-In dance on Thursday, dancing in several halls on Friday 
afternoon and evening, and many different programs of dancing all day Saturday. The 
Square Dance Foundation of NE is preparing an historical presentation in the form of 
series of panels showing scenes and information from the full half-century of conventions 
that have come before this one. There will be dozens of callers and round dance leaders, 
and the usual crowds of friendly dancers. Don’t miss this one.

ALL’S QUIET ON THE WESTERN FRONT 


As we enter into the month of November, I am trying to figure out what, if anything, 
would be considered exciting news not only in New England, but nationally as well. I 
haven’t heard of any large classes with some of the clubs. This is not to say there aren’t 
any, but in Western Massachusetts, Upstate New York and Connecticut, there has been 
no “ground shaking news” in regards to big classes. 

I think one of the more recent and refreshing ideas that has happened in New England 
is the formation of a Plus “APD” and “DBD” club in Worcester, Massachusetts. The Seven 
Hills Promenaders was started by Al Rouff, and I have heard that it is doing well at this 
point. I will commend AI for trying something different with the existing levels. Most at- 
tempts of the 10-10-10 club, or ABC have tried, and some have succeeded with limited suc- 
cess. Al has started a club that does not hide what it is. Basically, it is a throw back to the 
old Level 3 and 4 clubs back in the 70’s. At these clubs, you had to be a proficient dancer 
and know the level or you couldn’t dance. In fact, in those days, it was invitation only! Try 
pulling that off today. 

Although the Seven Hills Promenaders also list A-1 or A-2 before hand, the hi-light of 
the evening in my opinion is the APD and DBD dancing of the Plus Level. We have a lot of 
Plus dancers in New England, but how many of them can really dance All Position? And, 
what IS All Position? Ask 3-4 people, you might get 3-4 answers. I think it is a good idea 
and one that is needed in the area. Will it sustain? I don’t know. Like any club in our ac- 
tivity, the dancers will have to support it, but my hat is off to Al for trying something new. 

On the National level, it is pretty much quiet there too. This past National Convention 
in Charlotte was a success, they cracked 8,000 dancers. Many people from New England 
were there, mainly because of its proximity to Charlotte. I haven’t heard of anyone expect- 
ing a large crowd in Wichita next June. Concerning other national associations, such as 
CALLERLAB, everything is quiet there too. In-between the annual convention, commit- 
tee work does get done, and of course the Board and Executive Committee do some work, 
but even at the annual convention, attendance continues to go down. Although they offer 
many educational seminars, most of the times it is the usual suspects doing the talking 
and there just isn’t much that grabs the attention like the conventions use to. The an- 
nual auction is fun, but that will get old at some point also. Even the awards are almost 
predictable. Depending on where the convention is held geographically, it is a good beta 
local ex-leader will be recognized with some award they haven’t already won, just to round 
things out. But, that is the state of the union these days, and there isn’t anything wrong 
with it, it is what it is. 

In the meantime, smile upon your corner!

Phase 3+2 (Triple Cha, Umbrella turn ) — Ross Mitchell Rainbow Collection CD trk 21 — 
Milo Molitoris. Suggest you slow down for comfort. Nice phase 3 cha cha, with basic fig- 
ures. Triple cha’s forward and back, New Yorker, shadow New Yorkers, double peek a boo 
chase, umbrella turn. Ending is cucaracha lunge. 


Abrazame IV 

Phase 4 — Bolero — “Abrazame Julio Inglesias Mi Vida Grandes Exitos” CD disk 2 trk 4 
— Milo Molitoris. Another lovely bolero — has basic bolero figures. Hip lift, hip rocks, half 
moon, horseshoe turn, sit line, ending is lady wrap, hip rocks corte reverse.

In the 
center, circle half then pass thru and swing corner, promenade walkin’ in the sand hand in 
hand, in a world we used to know.

Lah buh-STRANG 


This is perhaps the strangest title ’ve ever used for a contra column, but there is a rea- 
son: the title is an approximation of how to pronounce a French-Canadian tune and dance. 
La Bastringue. It has become close to being the French-Canadian folk anthem as any tune. 
However, in New England it is known better as a dance. In fact, one New Hampshire fid- 
dler liked to use La Bastringue as the opening number of a dance because it got people up 
on their feet and dancing. The title is various translated as “dance hall,” “dance hall band,” 
and “honky tonk.” Take your choice. 

First the song. It is a reel, meaning it is in 2/4 time, though some older dance books put 
it in 6/8 time (a jig). It tells the story of an older man who asks a young lady to dance the 
vigorous La Bastringe. However, part way through he becomes concerned that the dance 
will be too tiring for her. She scoffs at him and continues to dance when he has to go sit 
down. Another version has the lady dance a young man into the ground. Either way, it is 
the woman who has the endurance over the man. 

When I was calling in the German speaking section of Switzerland, I was surprised that 
the dancers did not need any instruction. I was even more surprised when they all sang the 
song in French. 

So here are the lyrics in French — followed by the English translation. 


Mademoiselle, voulez-vous danser la bastringue, la bastringue? 
Mademoiselle, voulez-vous danser? La bastringue commencer. 

Mademoiselle, would you like to dance the bastringue? 

Mademoiselle, would you like to dance? The bastringue is about to start. 


Oui, Monsieur, je veux bien danser la bastringue, la bastringue 
Oui, Monsieur, je veux bien danser c’est pour vous accompagner. 
Yes, Monsieur, I would like to dance the bastringue. 
Yes, Monsieur, I would like to dance in order to accompany you. 


Mademoiselle, il faut nous arréter la bastringue, la bastringue. 

Mademoiselle, il faut nous arréter vous allez vous fatiguer! 
Mademoiselle, we must stop the bastringue. 
Mademoiselle, we must stop. You will tire yourself! 


Non, Monsieur, je sais bien danser la bastringue, la bastringue. 
Non, Monsieur, je sais bien danser. Je suis préte 4 rcommencer! 
No, Monsieur, I know how to dance the bastringue.

The traditional dance that goes to the tune is a single circle dance, all done in a 2-step 
rhythm. All dancers are in a circle, with the man’s partner to his left. Hold hands about 
shoulder high, to form a “W” position. Everyone starts on the right foot (not opposite foot 
work). 


1. Everyone does two forward 2-steps, with a shout when the right foot touches 
next to the left. Then go back two 2-steps. 


2. Repeat forward and back. 


3. Keeping hands shoulder high, everyone face slightly to the left (clockwise) and 
do four forward 2-steps — turning to face right (counter clockwise) on the last 
step. (circle left) 


4. Going counter clockwise, do four forward 2-steps — face center on last step 
(circle right) 


5 & 6. Men release hands with lady on the right, raise the left hand for partner to turn 
under the arch (lady turns toward the man). The man walks four steps to end 
facing his partner in closed position. All swing partner for 12 counts. End facing 
counter clockwise, men in the center, ladies on the outside of the circle (standard 
promenade direction). 


7 & 8. The man keeps his right arm around the lady’s waist and she keeps her left 
hand up on his shoulder to promenade eight forward 2-steps. On last step, face 
in to center, and change hands to “W” formation for the top of the dance. 


If the dancers are new or do not know how to 2-step, the whole dance can be done with 
a square-dance sliding step. Also, there are some dancers who get very dizzy swinging for 
12 counts: you can substitute a dosado and swing for the twirl into a swing. 

I have found that this dance works beautifully on one night stands. It is simple enough 
to teach quickly, but it is so much fun the dancers are excited all the way through. I do 
make another adjustment to add a little more pizzazz: first, I do not have the new dancers 
2-step; second, I have them promenade 8 steps (instead of 16), then have them do a ‘but- 
terfly whirl. A butterfly whirl is simply as a couple face the center, then continue all the 
way around again to face the center (wheel around 11⁄4). Please, this is a prompted dance. 
The caller must give the first beat of the phrase to the dancers. Learn how to prompt 
ahead of each 8-beat phrase. 

For those who work with elementary age children, substitute elbow turns left and right, 
two person circle left and right, etc. Adjust as needed to make your dancers successful. 

The music La Bastringue is available from a number of sources. My favorite version is 
on Folk Dancer, and is available from Stew Shacklette at the Kentucky Dance Foundation.

Peach Upside-Down Cake 

6 large fresh peaches 
2/3 Cup brown sugar 
2 Tbsp. unsalted butter 
1 Cup all purpose flour 
1 tsp. baking powder 
14 tsp. baking soda 
Lë tsp. cinnamon 
1/4 tsp. salt 
1 Tbsp. canola oil 
1 egg 
1 tsp. vanilla extract 
1 tsp. almond extract 
14 Cup lowfat buttermilk 

Preheat oven to 375°. Bring a large 
saucepan of water to a boil. Score the stem 
end of each peach and place the peaches 
in the boiling water. Boil for about 1 min- 
ute, or until the skins soften. Transfer to a 
bowl of cold water to cool, then peel, halve 
and pit the peaches. In a 9 inch cast-iron 
skillet, combine 1/3 cup of the sugar with 
1 Tbsp. of the butter. Cook over medium 
heat for 3 to 5 minutes, or until the sugar

begins to melt. Add the peaches to the 
skillet, cut side up, in one layer (the fruit 
should fit lightly). Remove the pan from 
the heat and set aside. In a large bowl, 
combine the flour, baking powder, baking 
soda, cinnamon and salt; set aside. Ina 
large bowl, with an electric mixer at me- 
dium speed, beat the remaining 1/3 cup 
brown sugar and 1 tablespoon butter with 
the oil until combined. Add the egg, beat- 
ing until smooth, then beat in the vanilla 
and almond extract. With the mixer at low 
speed, add the buttermilk and the reserved 
flour mixture, beating until just incorporat- 
ed. Spoon the batter evenly over the peach- 
es in the skillet, place the skillet in the 
oven and bake, uncovered, at 375° for 20 to 
25 minutes, or until a cake tester inserted 
in the center of the cake comes out clean. 
Cool on a wire rack for 3 to 4 minutes. 
Loosen the edges of the cake with a knife. 
Invert onto a serving plate and serve.

I know, I may be treading 
on some folks toes, but it is long past time to change our perceived image. 

One thing that is very noticeable in our club is the increase in physical infirmities of some 
of our longtime members. Many are unable to dance regularly. This is most unfortunate since 
some go back to the founding of our club and the golden age of square dancing.

‘Tis the Season 


In the past we have looked at dances in various types of circles. One kind of circle was 
a single circle of couples, and another was a circle with couples facing each other — one 
facing clockwise and the other counter-clockwise. The second kind I identifies as a Cicilian 
Circle. There is another kind yet — a Circassian Circle. I have no idea why it is called that, 
but it is a circle within a circle with the inner circle facing a couple in the outer circle. An- 
other way to describe it is a Becket in a circle. 

But now to the dance...it is officially called “Marching to Pretoria,” and it was writ- 
ten by the great Bob Howell, and you know how talented and knowledgeable Bob is. Bob 
set the dance to “Marching to Pretoria” from the Lloyd Shaw Foundation recording. The 
match of music and dance is pure genius because it takes advantage of the motion to have 
the dancers sing the chorus of the song. Here we go. 


Intro: - - - -, two ladies chain 

1-8: ----,-- chain back 

9-16: ----, same four, left hand star 

17-24: - - - -, - - right hand star 

25-32: - - - -, single file promenade 

33-40: - - - -, turn, come back 

41-48: - - - -, face the same two, right and left thru 
49-56: - - - -, - - pass thru and wheel left 

57-64: - - - -, new couple, ladies chain 


Now the lecture. On paper this looks very easy. It is very tempting to teach it from the 
first phrase and work to the end. Uh-uh. It is time to rely on your skills to analyze a dance 
to see if there is anything difficult or unusual in it. If there is, then there must be a way to 
make that easy for the dancers to learn. If you don’t do this, you end up spending a lot of 
time frustrating yourself and the dancers. 

In this dance, the unusual part is coming out of the right hand star into the single file 
promenade. If you try to have the dancers identify where they are on the fly, you will lose 
them. So the trick is to have the two couples who are facing each other, touch right hands 
as if to make a star, but do not turn it. Have them look at the direction they are facing and 
where they would go if they were to promenade in their own circle; that is, those in the 
outside circle stay on the outside, those on the inside stay on the inside. Now, drop hands 
and promenade single file, with the men leading their partners. Have the dancers turn 
alone and march back to the couple they just left, and FREEZE. Do not face each other, 
but instead touch left hands into a left hand star and turn it. Turn into a right hand star 
until you are back in your own circle, drop the star and single file promenade. Turn and 
promenade back to the same couple. 

This time have the dancers face the other couple to do a right and left thru. Make sure 
they end up facing that same couple. Everybody pass thru, and with the man as the pivot

Almond Mocha Bars 

1 C butter 
1 C firmly packed brown sugar 
1 tsp almond extract 
2 1/4 C all purpose flour 
1 tsp instant coffee granules 
1/2 tsp baking powder 
1/4 tsp salt 
1 (6-0z) pkg semisweet chocolate morsels 
1/2 C chopped almonds 

Cream butter in a large bowl: gradually 
add brown sugar, mixing well. Stir in al- 
mond extract. Combine flour, coffee, baking 
powder and salt. Add to creamed mixture, 
stirring until throughly blended. Add choc- 
olate morsels and chopped almonds, blend- 
ing well. Press dough evenly into a greased 
15” X 10” jellyroll pan. Bake at 375° for 25 
- 80 minutes. Cut into 3” X 1” bars while 
warm. Cool completely, and store in air- 
tight containers. Yields about 4 dozen. 
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Chocolate Kiss Cookies 

1 1/4 C butter, softened 
1 C sugar 
2 eggs 
1/2 tsp vanilla extract 
3 1/4 C all purpose flour 
1 (14 oz) pkg chocolate kiss candies 

Cream butter and gradually add sugar, 
beating until light and fluffy. Add eggs and 
vanilla, blending well. Stir in flour. Press 
dough from a cookie press 2 inches apart 
onto ungreased cookie sheets, using a star 
or daisy shaped disc. Bake at 375° for 10 
minutes. Press a chocolate kiss in center of 
each warm cookie, point side up. Remove to 
wire racks to cool. Yield: 6 dozen.

and the lady moving forward, wheel to the left to face a new couple. Everyone has pro- 
eressed one couple to the right in their own circle, and we are at the top of the dance. Now 
the whole dance can be walked through with no more teaches. As the ladies finish their 
turn on the wheel, they flow naturally into a ladies chain over and back. Keep the left 
hands joined from the courtesy turn to lead into a left and star, and onward to the end. 

With just that much teach and practice, you can take any square dance floor and have 
success. The dancers will have fun getting to dance with other couples in the circle. And 
the dance has enough variety of movement not to become boring. Also, when the dancers 
are promenading, they get to sing. (We know that if we can get the dancers to vocalize, 
they become more involved in the dancing and will have more fun during the whole eve- 
ning. Some of the most successful callers make sure they get some hollering or singing 
along or finishing the name of a call [flutter...wheel].) So Bob Howell saw what a good 
match ‘Marching to Pretoria’ was for the dance: as the dancers promenade (in an exagger- 
ated marching style) they sing “We are marching to Pretoria, Pretoria, etc.” 

This column is coming out about the time you need to dust off your holiday records. Al- 
most any version of “Jingle Bells” works for the marching and singing. So does “Christmas 
Times a-Coming.” Experiment and find the perfect holiday song for you and your dancers. 
Spread a little cheer with a slightly different dance and seasonal music.

The 2007 NECCA Clinic was cancelled. A major reason for the cancellation was that most of the 
callers in New England have little-to-no interest in attending the Clinic. For the past five years, 
at least, the attendance has included the same fifteen callers every year and a half dozen or so 
others who have attended less regularly. This does not suggest that there is a strong interest. 

The clinic was started several decades ago to provide a quality learning experience for our 
area callers nearly all of who were, and still are, members of NECCA. Over those decades 
we have brought in many of the most respected leaders and teachers in the square dance 
community. In many years we have drawn on the talents of our local leaders many of whom 
are nationally recognized and respected. We have had years in which the attendance has 
exceeded one hundred caller members. Some of the fifteen regulars have attended nearly all 
of the more than forty clinics. 

So why has the attendance dropped to a small group of (mostly senior) callers? Certainly 
an important reason is that we have fewer members. The calling community has shrunk just 
as the dancer community has become smaller. We know, also, from sociology studies that 
there is much less interest in social contact among younger people. We have a few younger 
callers but for them the chance to mingle with others who share our interest in square danc- 
ing seems to be less of a “draw” than it is for some of us. 

While the chance to learn from the best teachers was an important reason for holding the 
clinic in the past, there seems to be less interest in learning from anyone these days. Perhaps 
it is true that the NECCA members have already learned all there is to know about calling. 
Or maybe they've learned all they are willing to learn. 

Over the past few years we have focused the NECCA Clinic on the declining participation 
in modern square dancing. We’ve invited dancers to join us and several have accepted our 
invitation and shared in our search for ways to give our “product” a wider and more success- 
ful appeal. The caller participation in these clinics has been mostly the same old fifteen. 

We've had a few suggestions of topics that we might use as the theme for future clinics 
but none of them have stirred significant signs of interest from the more than a hundred 
NECCA members who have never attended a clinic. I guess they already know all they need 
to know. It’s certainly possible that nothing we could offer would change the downward slope 
of attendance at square dance events in New England. 

I do enjoy the chance to get together and share ideas with other callers. I wish the gather- 
ing could include some new faces. For me an important value in square dancing has been the 
chance to make friends and to get together with them. I’m sorry to see that value shrinking 
in importance in our society.

SECRET HINTS 
TO KEEP FROM BREAKING DOWN 





(1) Always have your set lined up with the walls. The human race is straight-line 
oriented, and most square dance calls end in parallel formations. It is much easier to see 
formations if the set is parallel with the walls in the hall, instead of at an angle. 

Often a set will become slightly offset from being lined up with walls as a result of do- 
ing a series of calls. Then a Cast Off or other turning motion call may cause some people 
to become disoriented and break down on a call they would normally do well. Also, if the 
caller says to Promenade and then has the heads or sides Wheel Around, it is almost cer- 
tain that the set will not be lined up with walls. 

Solution: Take it upon yourself to make slight adjustments on the next one or two calls 
to get the set aligned with walls. One person can cause the whole set to adjust, so you be 
that person. How do you do this? An example might be to overdo the Courtesy Turn on a 
Right & Left Thru to add a few degrees, or you could do slightly less than a full Courtesy 
Turn on the call. Another example might be to do Touch 1/4 slightly more or less. An easy 
way is just to adjust yourself and partner in facing lines, because the others will usually go 
along, especially if they have been trained to take hands. 

An obvious sign of good dancers is that they make an adjustment to become lined up 
with walls any time the set is not this way. When I call and I see dancers making an ad- 
justment to line up with the walls, I know these are the stronger dancers and will watch 
them the rest of the dance. 

Unfortunately, many dancers have never been told the importance of being lined up 
with walls. If this idea was taught in beginners class, there would be far fewer break- 
downs all along the way. 

(2) When the caller says “Promenade, don’t slow down,” whisper to your part- 
ner whether you are heads of sides. This is primarily the boy’s responsibility, because 
at Mainstream and Plus the girls assumes the identity of the boy with whom she is dancing. 

Why the whisper? Because you know that 99% of the time the next call will be “Heads 
(or sides) Wheel Around.” If you do not know what you are, you will be slow in reacting 
to the call, which could result in the square breaking down on the next call because you 
are not in position to do it. I see these breakdowns happen all the time, and they could be 
eliminated simply by being prepared when you know the caller is going to say for someone 
to Wheel Around. Also, if you know whether you are a head or side and you are NOT told 
to Wheel Around, then you will be ready to tell the couple in front of you to do the call if 
they are slow in reacting.

It is a 
mixer called the - - - 


TWELTH STREET RAG 


FORMATION: Double circle, couples facing line of direction, inside hands joined, 
identical footwork throughout. 


MUSIC: Twelfth Street Rag. Capitol 6001 
Routine: 
INTRO: Two measures - Wait or acknowledge. 
COUNTS 
1-4 Walk forward starting on the left foot: L, R, L, R. 


5-8 Point left toe forward, point left toe side and then swing left foot behind right. 
Step on the left foot, step to the right on the right foot and close left foot to the right. 


9-12 Walk forward starting on the right foot: R, L, R, L. 


13-16 Point right toe forward, then right toe to the right side, then step behind the left, 
place left foot left and close right foot to the left one. 

17-20 Take seven quick steps toward the center with your partner. Leading with left 
foot, step left and place right toe behind left. Put your weight on that right toe and 
continue the seven steps toward the center in this manner. On the eighth count 
touch the right toe next to the left foot. 

21-24 Now reverse the seven steps starting with the right foot and move toward the wall. 
End touching left toe next to right foot. 

25-28 Step forward on left foot, then point right toe forward. Step back on right foot, 
point left toe back. 

29-32 Repeat measures 25-28. 

Repeat entire routine with same partner, then after second time through, at the 
“bridge” in the music, all men move up one and dance with new partner. 

STYLING NOTE: As you move in and out the seven little quick steps, drop partner’s 
hand and holding your arms close to your sides, hands bent at the wrist and protruding 
to each side, move shoulders up and down alternately. Measures 25 through 32 can be 
“spiced up” by dancing them as Charleston steps.

Use 
plenty of “body English” as you dance this one. 
FORMATION: No partners necessary. Dance anywhere on the floor. All participants 

should begin by facing the music, however. 

MUSIC: “Ya Ya” on Oldies Label by Lee Dorsey,F-2005. 
ROUTINE: 
INTRO: Wait until after slow interlude. 
Counts: 

1-4 Grapevine left. 

5-8 Grapevine right. 

9-12 Grapevine left 
13-15 Grapevine right, moving to the right as follows: step right with right foot on 


count 13, step behind with the left foot on count 14, again step to the right with 
the right foot. 


16 On this last count of the grapevine, you lift the left arm up and arch it over your 
head, while you lift the left heel up behind the right knee and slap it with the right 
hand. (Old soft-shoe tap technique.) 

17 Step on left foot while bringing the right knee up waist high in front of you. At 
the same time assume a “Thinker” pose by placing the right elbow on the right 
knee while touching your right fist to your forehead. 

18 Step on right foot while turning 1⁄4 to the right and lifting the left leg straight out 
in front while you clap your hands under the raised leg. 

Repeat, dancing in new direction 1⁄4 to right of original starting direction. This one is 
fun, fun, fun!

Shadow contra check, syncopated spin maneuver, promenade run, 
ballerina wheel, same foot lunge, syncopated left face twirl to shadow. Ending is roll wom- 
en left face to a hinge. 


Back In Baby’s Arms 

Phase 3+2 (Fan & Circular Cross Body) — Cha Cha — “Back In Baby’s Arms” CD “Patsy 
Cline Greatest Hits” trk 7 - Ken & Joanne Helton. Cha Cha starts with circular cross body 
to varsu shoulder to shoulder, modified chase, New Yorker. Ending is point and hold. 
Lollipop Bump 

Phase 2 — 2 Step — Cadence 1345 by the Chordettes also “Stand By Me” soundtrack — Russ 
Booz. Lunge and twist, step kicks, step/bump, vines, ending is side twist, back and bump. 
Cute routine.

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Proper Square Dance Attire? 


On the registration form for the 57" National Square Dance Convention in Wichita 
there is text at the bottom that reads, “Proper Square Dance Attire and Convention Badge 
are REQUIRED for entrance to the dance halls [etc].” While this is not new for the Na- 
tional Square Dance Convention, I had heard it was actually being enforced at the 56 
Convention in Charlotte. 

If we want to continue square dancing in this country we have to change with the 
times. Believe it or not some folks find square dance attire a little out of date. 

I am the President of the SAGE Swingers Square and Round Dance Club in Maine. We 
are the largest club in Maine and probably New England with more than 120 active mem- 
bers. Every April, we enjoy attending the New England Square & Round Dance Conven- 
tion with about 50 of our club members. During the day both men and women wear jeans 
and short sleeve polo shirts (many with our club logo on them). In the evenings we dress 
up, most of the women wear skirts and blouses and men wear slacks and shirts (most 
shirts are long sleeve, but not all). The point is we have a very large contingent of dancers 
that attend these dances but don’t dress according to the requirements set up at the Na- 
tional Square Dance Convention. 

My wife and I attended the National Square Dance Convention in Denver in 2004 and 
dressed as we do for the New England Convention (jeans and short sleeve shirts during 
the day). We had a great time and were never asked to leave the dance floor. We have been 
contemplating attending the 57** National Convention in Wichita but the issue of “Proper 
Square Dance Attire” is deterring us from attending. My wife has spoken to the Assistant 
General Chairman about the dress code and was told that the National Executive Commit- 
tee (NEC) for the National Square Dance Convention was responsible for the dress code at 
National Square Dance Conventions. 

I think the NEC needs to reconsider their stance on “Proper Attire” and focus on get- 
ting people to join our activity, not turn them away by rigid dress codes.
